LONDON, Friday, Dec. 2.—The corre-

the Erh-Lung and Keek-Wan forts. 

It is stated, the correspondent adds, that 
within the iast twenty-four hours the Jap- 
anese casualties have totaled 15,000.

TOKIO, Dec. 1.—Gen.

needed every available man. 

To-day was the date set under the Con- 
scription act when recruits could join the 
army. Cheered by the news from Gen. 
Nogi, thousands of recruits throughout the 
empire marched to barracks and donned 
uniforms for the first time. Following an 
honored custom, the relatives of the re- 
cruits, carrying flags and banners, escorted 
the new soldiers to their barracks. 

In Tokio to-day there have been scores of 
little processions escorting detachments of 
conscripts. The number of men who have 
Joined .the colors to- -day under the con- 
scription act has not been made public, 

Reports from the Japanese army besjeg- 
ing Port Aithur announce that Lieut. Gen. 
Thuchiya Ts"fmong the wounded, and that 
Gen. Nakamura, the icader of the specially 
trained body of swordsmen which’ charged 
into the Russian forts on Noy. 26, was 
wounded in both legs.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 1.—The War of- 
fice here is not yet prepared to accept the 
report that the Japanese before Port Ar- 
thur have taken 203 Meter Hill, but if it {s 
true the Wer Office admits that the capt- 
ure is a desperate blow for the gallant de- 
fenders of the fortress. 

The position commands the harbor, and 
if the Japanese can mount siege guns on 
its summit they can force the Russian 
squadron out or destroy it at its anchor- 
age. 

Those familiar with the plans of the forts 
think it is by no means certain that, even 
if the Russians have bcen forced to retire 
from 203-Meter Hill, the Japanese can 
place in position heavy guns against the 
fire which the other forts can bring to bear 
on the position. 

Still, the War Office officials reluctantly 
agree that such a breach in the chain ren- 
ders the situation extremely critical, and 
though the garrison night be able to hold 
out in the Golden Hill, Tiger’s Tail and 
Liao-Thie forts for some time, it may mark 
the beginning of the end. 

The War Office is convinced that with 
the approach of the Russian Second Pacific 
Squadron the Japanese considered that the 
elimination of the Port Arthur Squadron 
as a fighting factor was absolutely vital, 
thus accounting for the reckless sacrifice 
of life in order to secure a position directly 
commanding the harbor.

Hill was reflected on the Bourse to- day, 
Imperial Fours declining a quarter of a 
point.

RUN ON BUFFALO BANK. 


Charge That Dismissed Official Demand- 
ed Control on His Own Terms. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BUFFALO, Dec. 1.—As a culmination of 
efforts to secure control of the German- 
American Bank a run was started this aft- 
ernoon on the bank and $400,000 was with- 


drawn. 

President Emery of the German-Ameri- 
can Bank called a meeting of the- Directors 
at the close of to-day’s business. When 
the meeting was over the following state- 
ment was issued: 

“It has come to the knowledge of the 
officers of the German-American Bank of 
Buffalo that certain persons formerly con- 
nected With the mahagement have been 
disseminating rumors tending to impair its 
credit. The same persons have just re- 
cently demanded that the controlling inter- 
est in the bank be sold to them at their 
figures. The bank perfectly solvent, 
able and willing to meet any demand upon 
it in full, and ready to submit its entire 
affairs to the examination of the Clearing 
House at any moment.” 

This statement was accompanied by an- 
other, which read as follows: 

** Notice is hereby given that Edward A. 
Weppner is no longer cashier of this bank, 
his relations having been severed this day.” 

President Emory came here from Balti- 
more last Spring to assume the Presidency 
of the bank, having purchased a controlling 
interest in the institution. The minority 
stockholders have not always been in ac- 
cord with the new officials. It was pro- 
posed by the new régime to consolidate the 
German-American and another bank in this 
city. Cashier Weppner was to be released 
should such a consolidation be effected. 
The minority stockholders, represented by 
Cashier Weppner, it is said, bitterly op- 
posed this move. 

To-day President Emory received the fol- 
lowing from Superintendent Kilburn at Al- 
bany:

“IT understand that E. A. Weppner, Cash- 
ier of the German-American Bank, is ad- 
vising people to withdraw their money from 
said bank.

*““Mr. Weppner appeared before me on the 
3d day of November, 1904, together with 
yourself and others regarding the matters 
of this bank.

Consul” Form in Acknowledging 
Deeds and Other Documents. 


While not taking common ground with 
Sir Edward Clarke, the British Solicitor 


General, his recent criticism of the 


change in designation of American diplo- 
matic and Censular representatives abroad, 
many local lawyers are finding fault with 
substitution of ‘‘ American” for 


“United States” before the title. Their 
reasons are different and of a much more 
serious character than the Englishman’s 
objection to an inferred Continental hege- 
mony in the word ‘*‘ American.” They are 
beginning to fear that the appearance of 
the designations on a number of legal docu- 
ments will cause the invalidation of the 
latter, and, they do not hesitate to declare 
the change illegal. 

It has hitherto been popularly supposed 
that the circular of instruction in the mat- 
ter issued by Secretary of State Hay re- 
ferred only to the embassies and legations 
of this country, but not to the offices and 
members of the Consular Service. The 
qrder appears now to have had a much 
wider scope, applying, in fact, to every 
foreign representative of the United States, 
from Ambassadors down to Consular 
Agents. There is not a mail arriving here 
from the other side of the Atlantic that 
does not contain numerous legal instru- 
ments, such as deeds, mortgages, affi- 
davits in civi] suits, authorizations in will 
cases, all of which have been signed by 
Americans abroad and acknowledged before 
Consuls or other representatives of the 
United States. Most of these documents 
have lately shown the title of ‘‘ American 
Consul” attached to the signature of the 
acknowledging representative. The _ sta- 
tionery of the service has been changed, 
even, to meet the desire of the powers at 
Washington. Formerly all letterheads and 
envelopes used by the agents of this coun- 
try abroad were stamped “ Consular Serv- 
ice, U. S. A.” This has been changed to a 
plain ‘“‘ American Consular Service.” 

At least one definite protest against the 
change has been made to Secretary Hay.

““We have recently received several in- 
struments executed and acknowledged be- 
fore Consuls of the United States in Bu- 
rope, in which the latter describe them- 
selves as ‘American Consul’ instead of 
‘Consul of the United States,’ as hereto- 
fore. We assume that this change is made 
in accordance with the instructions of your 
department, as reported in the press some 
months ago. 

“Without undertaking in any manner to 
criticise the propriety of the change of 
designation when the official title is used 
in a popular sense, we take the liberty of 
saying that the term ‘American Consul’ 
does not come within the recording statutes 
of this State respecting the acknowledg- 
ment and proof of deeds, &c., in foreign 
countries. Section 250, Real Property law, 
provides as follows: 

The acknowledgment and proof of a convey- 
ance of real property within the State may be 
made without the United States before either 
of the following officers: 

1. An Ambassador, a Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, Minister Extraordinary, Minister Res!l- 
dent, or Charge de Affaires of the United 
States residing and accredited within the 
country. 

2. A Consul General, Vice Consul General, 
Deputy Consul General, Vice Consul or Deputy 
Consul, a Consular or Vice Consular agent, or 
a Consul or commercial or yfce commercial 
agent of the United States fesiding within tne 
country. 


“Under Section 844 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure of this State an oath or affidavit 
taken without the State cannot be received 
in any action or proceeding, unless taken 
before an officer authorized by the laws 
of the State to _— the acknowledgment 
and proof of deeds 

“Under these ide we think there is 
grave doubt as to the admissibility of an 
instrument verified before an ‘American 
Consul,’ or the right to have recorded a 
deed acknowledged before such a function- 
ary. So far as we know, there is not a 
Single State in the Union the recording 
Statutes of which confer the power to take 
acknowledgment and proof of deeds upon 
‘American Consuls,’ though nearly all of 
them give that power. to ‘ United States 
Consuls’ or * Consuls of the United States.’ 
Similarly, the United States Revised Stat- 
utes, respecting diplomatic and consular of- 
ficers, in a number of instances, use the 
descriptive phrase ‘of the United States’ 
following the titl, of the officer, but we 
have been unable “to discover a single in- 
stance of the use of the word ‘ American’ 
preceding such title. We understand that 
the Presidential nomination, the Senate’s 
confirmation, and the official commission 
likewise describe the legal status of a Con- 
sul as ‘Consul of the United States,’ 

“In view of these circumstances, and in 
order to prevent acknowledgdments and af- 
fidavits taken abroad before our Consular 
officers from being useless, or, at any rate, 
of doubtful validity, we take the liberty of 
calling the matter to your attention and of 
respectfully suggesting that where acting 
in a notarial capacity, Consvlar officers 
should describe themselves by their official 
titles as fixed by the statutes of the Uniteq 
States and of the respective States in which 
the instruments are to be used.”’ 

So far it is not known that the matter has 
received attention in any State court, put 
that is liable to happen at any moment, 
and the general opinion among lawyers is 
that when it happens it will result in the 
rejection of a number of instruments signeq 
f the 
Secretary of State. The change, it is held, 
can be accomplished only by action of Con- 
gress affecting the entire foreign service

train of five cars and a short train of 

“work cars” at One Hundred and Forty- 
second Street and Lenox Avenue last night 
one man was injured, two cars were dam- 
aged badly, fifty passengers were brought 
to the vérge of a panic, and a gasdline 
jamp or tank on the work train caught 


twe, causing much smoke in the tunnel and 
resulting in the sounding of a fire alarm. 
Because of.the reticence of the Subavay 
employes, who were ordered not to give out 
information, details of the accident were 
meagre. General Manager Hedley and 
Superintendent of Transportation Merritt 
were summoned to the scene in a hurry and 
assumed charge, but they disappeared at 
once into the storage yards at the head of 
Lenox Avenue, whither the injured cars 
were hastened as soon as possible, and 
neither of them could be reached at a late 
hour. Findlly they left the yards without 
makjing any statement about the accident. 
The collision occurred at about 9 o’clock. 


The “ work cars,” it was said, were three ; 


in number. Two of them carried rails and 
the third was a flat car for supplies. They 
had been running up and down the tracks 
that diverge toward the unfinished Harlem 
River section at One Hundred and Forty- 
second Street and Lenox Avenue. 

As the uptown train, its cars nearly 
empty and containing altogether not more 
than fifty passengers, arrived at the junc- 
tion point, it bumped into the supply car. 
Whether the passenger train ran into the 
| diverging tracks because of an open switch 
or whethe worktrain slid back into 
the train on wmain tracks, could not be 
learned. 

At any rate, they came together with such 
force that the supply car was battered up, 


and the gasoline receptacle upon it was | 


exploded and the fluid ignited, sending up 
a weird glow. As near as the details could 
be obtained, it was not the front car of the 
train that struck the supply car. 

Whichever car it was came out of the 
crash with some injuries, but no passenger 

was hurt. As soon as the flames from the 
gasoline were seen, the trackmen in ‘the 
neighborhood ran out for assistance, and 
a fire alarm was turned in.

! DEAD IN “FOOL KILLER.”

The ‘Fool Killer” was about twenty 


rods down the beach from the body and 
was considerably damaged. A life pre- 
server ahd Nissen’s overcoat were fast- 
ened to the basket-shaped car in the boat. 
The inventor’s hands and face were frozen 
and the clothing on the body somewhat 
torn, It is thought that Nissen could not 
have been dead long when his body was 
found. 

The body was found by Mr Collier, who 
lives on a farm near the lake shore. A 
Coroner’s jury was at-once impaneled' and 
began an inquest on the tragedy of what 
its inventor called the rolling balloon and 
in which he hoped some time to travel to 
the north pole. 

It is believed that Nissen almost reathed 
shore alive yesterday about 4 o’clock, after 
he had been out of Chicago twenty-four 
hours, for the ‘‘ Fool Killer’ was then 
seen about 200 rods from shore about six 
miles south of Stevensville.

ODELL LEADERS BELIEVE 


Governor-Chairman Listens to 
Army of Callers on Senatorship. 


PLATT ANGRY AND IGNORED 


Possible Fight of Rival Railroad Inter- 
ests Feared—Higgins and Nixon 
Not Committed. 


From noon to night yesterday Governor- 
Chairman Odell held conferences with the 
leaders of the Legislature and Republican 
county leaders of prominence on the sub- 


ject of the United States Senatorship, with 
the result that the fight between Senator 
Depew and ex-Gov. Black can now be said 
to be fairly on. Leaders close to Gov. Odell 
announced after the conferences that the 
Governor-Chairman had the situation u 

his control and that ex-Gov. Black was cer- 
tain of election to succeed Senator Depew. 

Gov. Odell would not admit that he con- 
sidered the contest won, but his manner in- 
dicated that he was perfectly confident. 
The Governor-Chairman did not go near 
Senator Platt during the day, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Senator will leave 
New York for Washington to-day for the 
opening of Congress. The Governor-Chair- 
man’s failure to visit the senior Senator 
was regarded -as conclusive evidence that 
the breach between them on the Senator- 
ship was past bridging. 

If there was any doubt on that subject, 
it was removed by Senator Platt himself. 
When the last of the conferences in the 
Governor-Chairman’s private room at State 
headquarters was over, Senator Platt was 
seen, and after being told of the apparent 
lining up of leaders, was asked whether he 
did not regard what had occurred &s proof 
positive that ex-Gov. Black was to be a 
candidate against Senator Depew. 

‘‘Well, what of it?’’ asked the Senator 
with some show of temper. ‘There is 
nothing new in that: I knew it weeks ago.” 

“Are you still as confident as you were 
that Mr. Depew will be re-elected?” the 
Senator was asked. é 

“Yes,” he blurted out with emphasis, 
“they can’t beat one side of him.” 

The Senator was told that when Gov. 
Odell was asked whether he had seen him 
during the day, he had replied that he 
thought the Senator was in Washington. 

‘“‘He knew better than that, as I have 
reason to know,” the Senator replied. He 
asked then to be excused, stating that he 


Ahad an engagement to go out to dinner. 


Governor-Chairman Odell said that he had 
not sent for the members of the Legislature 
and the members of the State Committee 
who called. The gathering, however, was 
too formidable by far to have been acci- 
dental. *

S. Black, Cornelius N. Bliss, Speaker §. 
Fred Nixon, Senator George R. Malby, 
George W. Aldridge, William C. Warren, 
leadex, of Erie; Secretary of State John IF.

This thing will work 
itself out. My chief aim is for party har- 
mony.’ 

“Leaders who are close to you say that 
the fight is all over practically and that 
Black has won.’ 

“I would not so-consider it,” said the 
Governor, but in a way that plainly in- 
dicated he was not doing any worrying. 

There are just two possibilities of the sit- 
uation, it is said, which are giving the 
Governor-Chairman apprehension. One is 
that President Roosevelt will interfere on 
behalf of Senator Depew and the other is 
that the financial interests behind Senator 
Depew will conclude that the fight against 
him is a fight on them in the interests of 
rival railroads. Should either of these 
grounds for apprehension on the Gov- 
ernor-Chairman’s part prove not to be mis- 
taken, then there would certainly be the 
hardest fight over a Senatorship which 
probably has ever been waged in Albany. 

The reason why President Roosevelt is 
not believed to favor the election of Mr. 
Black is that with Mr. Black in the Senate 
there would be constant friction between 
the Senators from New York over the Feu-

BOARD ASKS TO SEE 
SUBWAY SIGN CONTRACT 


John Wanamaker Makes Plea for 
Crosstown Tunnels. 


WOULD DELAY SIXTH AV. ROUTE 


—— 
He Suggests Buliding Subway Through 
Eighth Street to the Fourth 
Avenue Plaza. 


The matter of advertising in the Subway 
came up before the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion yesterday through a letter from Chief 
Engineer Parsons asking to be allowed until 
the next meeting of the board for a report 
on the matter. This delay was explained by 
the receipt of a letter from August Belmont, 
President of the Interborough Company, in 
which he said that the construction com- 
pany had already expended $990,000 in ex- 
cess of the amount originally estimated as 
the expense for the proper finish and main- 
tenance of stations. He added: 

“ During the progress of the work of con- 
struction the operating department of this 
company frequently objected to certain de- 
Vices, emblems, and color schemes adopted 
by your engineers as insufficient and in- 
appropriate from an operating point of 
view, and immediately upon the opening of 
the Subway it became apparent that the 
means and devices in the stations to pas- 
sengers in approaching trains were in most 
instances placed too high to be seen from 
the cars, and that some other means of 
identification would have to be adopted.” 

This trouble he thinks he now has a plan 
to remedy, of which the illuminated signs 
at the express stations are a part. Adver- 
tising signs which have interfered with easy 
identification have been ordered removed, 
and plans which he is having prepared, he 
believes, will so remedy the trouble in that 
direction that the signs may in future be 
placed “ without contravening the restric- 
tions contuined in the lease,” and enable 
the operating company to carry out its con- 
tract with Ward & Gow for advertising 
privileges. 

This aroused Controller Grout, who said: 
“I move that this board request Mr. Bel- 
mont,to produce this contract with Ward 
& Gow before the next meeting. I have 
been informed that the contract is only a 
working agreement between the two parties, 
in which Mr. Belmont’s company secures 
75 per cent. and Ward & Gow 25 per cent. 
of the gross receipts from the advertising.” 
The motion of the Controller was .adopted. 

Then the conclusion of Mr. Belmont’s 
letter’ was read, assuring the board that 
it is “‘the disposition of the company, if 
possible, to fully meet the views of your 
board on this subject ’—the display of ad- 
vertising signs. 


JOHN WANAMAKER’S LETTER. 


John Wanamaker sent a letter to the 
board, urging delay in considering the con- 
struction of a Sixth Avenue Subway until 
crosstown tunnels were built to accom- 
modate New Jersey and Brooklyn people. 
He suggested a Subway through Eighth 
Street to Fourth Avenue. The letter, which 
was referred to the Committee on Plans, 
follows: 

“Supplementing what was orally said at 
the recent hearing of your board, on the 
question of an underground communication 
on Manhattan Island with the tunnel under 
the North River, we would add the follow- 
ing considerations: 

* The problem before your honorable 
body, as we know it, is to accommodate, so 
far as possible, every one who desires to 
visit the City of New York, both by way 
of ingress and egress, thus contributing to 
its commercial advantages as an entfrety. 
There would hecessarily be among this 
humber not only those who come to the 
city to purchase, but those who are em- 
ployed in the city and live out of it, visit- 
ing it each day, and so contributing quite 
as much to the city’s business life. Even 


this classification covers but a portion of’ 
those persons who come to the City of New 
York. 

“ The 4 
of equable distribution, 
discussion lis one 
proposition. The North River tunnel will 
80 materially aid and assist in bringing 
people to Manhattan Island that it will re- 
quire the most careful consideration for 
their distribution. Consistent with the 
physical contour of the island, the heaviest 
travel must be north and south, and there 
are at present on every important street 
running north and south, substantial ac- 

ommodations, either by way of surface, 
elevated, or underground transit. 

“It follows as a consequence that that 
method of distributing people will be most 
effective which reaches the greatest num- 
ber of north and south lines of trans- 
portation; and to that end it seems to us 
that, in any event (assuming that there is 
to be a connecting Subway on Manhattan 
Island with the North River tunnel,) there 
should certainly be a condition precedent to 
the granting of authority for tunnel accom. 
modations, first, for a cross-town tunnel, 
which would. give the fullest opportunity to 
reach every part of the city, and then re- 
quiring openings on such cross-town streets 
as your honorable oody might designate 
which will enable people coming through 
the tunnel to make their exit therefrom at 
a point where | can reach at once 
such further north and south transportation 
as best suits their immediate convenience, 


CROSS-TOWN TUNNEL PLEA. 


“This is but another way of stating our 
belief that the best general plan requires 
a tunnel east and west on Manhattan Is]- 
and, It is true to a degree that any other 
line of tunnel route than the one indicated, 
which might lead directly to a particular 
locality, would be of benefit to the city at 
large if it benefited that locality; although 
this benefit would be of decreasing im- 
portance according to the distance there- 
from of other centres where people largely 
congregate; and it would not justify dis- 
erimination against other sections unless 
its importance outweighed the importance 
of all the rest of the city, and particularly 


se when it is entirely possible, by a slight 
modification of the present plan, to 
reasonably just to every Interest. 

“If such locality sought to be favored 
at the present moment, however, should 
have added advantages over any other lo- 
cality in the way of surface transportation, 
it is consistent to state that it is just, 
first, to develop a general plan which 
would place all localities as nearly as may 
be upon an equality, and, after that, to 
consider the requirements of particular 
sections of the city.

“We, therefore, submit that the proper 
course for your board is to first insure the 
genera] distribution along the lines here 
suggested and thereafter, or cotemporane- 
ous with such east and west tunnel, muke 
such further provisions for north and 
south underground communication as, in 

your judgment, may seem wise.”

HAS PLENTY OF MONEY 


Will Pay $600,000 Debts and Have 


$1,500,000 Left, Counsel Avers. 


GAVE HER HUSBAND $3,000,000 | 


Is Still! Preparing Her Statement—Law- 


yers at Variance Over Agreement to 
Settle the Newton Claim. 


Having convinced the lawyers on the 
other side that she was able and willing to 
pay her debts within a few days, Mrs. Cas- 
sie L. Chadwick of Cleveland went out for 
a long drive yesterday afternoon. She re- 
mained away from her Holland House 
apartments from 2 until 5 o’clock. That 
she visited one bank is known positively. 
It was said that she went to more. Her 
son, Emil, accompanied her. 

Though there was some inconsistency in 
the different statements about the basis of 
the Settlement agreed upon at Wednesday 
night’s conference, the lawyers for Mrs. 
Chadwick and for Herbert Newton of 
Brookline, Mags., agreed on the main point 
—the defendant had shown that she would 
and could make a satisfactory settlement 
out of court, thus ending public litigation 
over the $192,800 which Mr. Newton said 
she owed him. 

Edmund W. Powers, her chief counsel, an- 
nounced early in the day that $78,000 would 
be paid over to Mr. Newton at once, while 
the $50,000 represented by notes would not 
fall due until the end of a year, He ad- 
mitted that there would be no payment of 
the 65.000 promised by Mrs Chadwick as 
bonuses for the loans. In short, Mr, New- 
ton was to get back his principal. 

When George Ryall, Mr. Newton’s local 
counsel, was asked about this figuring last 
night, he said that it did not tally exactly 
with his understanding of the matter. 

“If Mr. Powers think only $78,000 is to be 
paid at once, he has been misinformed,” 
remarked Mr. Ryall. 

The lawyer added that the $65,000 men- 
tioned by Mr. Powers did not represent 
promised bonuses. The settlement, he de- 
clared, had been made on a basis of the 
payment of the entire debt—$192,800. He 
expressed himself as confident that Mrs. 
Chadwick would pay up on time. 

The plaintiff, Newton, and his two out-of- 
town lawyers, Percy W. Carver of Boston 
and Arthur A. Stearns of Cleveland, de- 
parted from the Park Avenue Hotel in the 
afternoon, saying they> were off to their 
res tive homes.

Mayor McClellan intended to see 
Prince in the afternoon, but failed. 
Mayor had planned to call at the St. Regis 
at 11 o'clock in the morning, but urgent 
municipal business prevented, and the ap- 
pointment was postponed until 3:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

At the appointed hour the Prince, sur- 
rounded by his suite, was in waiting in 
the royal suite, but five minutes passed 
and the Mayor had not arrived. Ten, fif- 
teen, and twenty minutes passed and the 
Prince announced at ten minutes to four 
that he would go down to Tiffany’s, and he 
went, 

When Mayor McClellan stepped briskly 
into the corridor of the St. Regis it was 
twelve minutes after four. He explained 
apologetically to Mr, Sato of the Prince’s 
household that he had been detained by a 
meeting of the Rapid Transit Commission, 
and Mr, Sato explained, also apologetically, 
that His Imperia! Highness had gone down 
town. Both were very, very sorry, and the 
Mayor, after talking a few moments with 
Mr. Sato, departed. 

Sir Percy Sanderson, the British Consul 
at New York, called later in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Uchida, the wife of the Japanese Con- 
sul General here, with another Japanese 
woman, also paid ther respects during the 
day. A morning caller was Perry Belmont, 
who, with Mrs. Belmont, will entertain the 
Prince at dinner and at the opera on Mon- 
day night* next. 

The luncheon at the Chamber of Com- 
merce followed the regular monthly meet- 
ing of that body, and there was a large at- 
tendance, some 250 sitting down at the 
table. The Prince and his party reached 
the Chamber at 1 o’clock sharp, and J. 
Edward Simmons and Charles stewart 
Smith escorted him from his carriage, Mr. 
Smith, with the Prince on his arm, walked 
up to President Morris K. Jesup’s chair, 
and the formal presentations were made, 
As Prince Fushimi took his seat at Mr, 
Jesup’s right the members of the Cham- 
ber warmly applauded the visitor. Mr. 
Jesup then said a few words of welcome: 

While the Prince speaks French and Ger- 
man fluently, he does not speak English, 
and he made his brief response, thanking 
the Chamber of Commerce for its courtesy 
and expressing his pleasure at meeting so 
many representative Americans, in Japa- 
neses. Baron Kentaro Kaneko, an ex-mem- 
ber of the Japanese Cabinet, translated the 
Prince’s remarks to the members. After 
these formalities all sat down to luncheon. 

The Prince had dinner at the St. Regis 
and during the meal ordered a Russian 
entrée, but he did not discover that it was 
a Russian dish until he had eaten it. Qne 
of the suite jokingly called the Prince’s at- 
tention to the fact, but he didn’t take it as 
a joke at all. His anger at the incident 
was very evident, and in rapid-fire Jap- 
anese he reprimanded the waiter who had 
brought the dish. The head waiter was 
called and the Prince’s remarks were trans- 
lated to him, whereupon that functionary 
passed along the censure, in English, to the 
unlucky waiter who served the dish. 

To signify the Prince’s presence the Japa- 
nese flag, a red ball on a white ground, 
floats out over the Fifth Avenue corner of 
the hotel, 

In the evening at the theatre the Prince 
was the guest of Consul General Uchida. 
Unlike most occasions of the sort, none of 
the songs were altered to fit the dis- 
tinguished visitor, as the Prince had ex- 
pressed his desire that nothing of the sort 
should be done. The party occupied the two 
right hand lower boxes. 

A vague rumor that a knot of Russian 
sympathizers in the city had planned to 
torpedo or otherwise do away with his 


Royal Highness was responsible for an 
equally vague report that the party had 
been equipped with a cordon of Secret Ser- 
vice agents. Richard H. Taylor, who is 
attached to the office of Third Assistant 
Secretary of State Peirce, said that he was 
the only Secret Service man about. He has 
been with the Prince’s party for two weeks. 
Detectives Funston and Woolidge of the 
Central Office, however, are also on guari 
at the St. Regis. 

The Prince, was well guarded by Central 
Office men when he drove down to the 
juncheon yesterday, and with the reserves 
from Old Slip, had all they could do to 
handle the throng that crowded into Lib- 
erty Street to see the visitor. The party 
leaves this morning at 10 o’clock on the 
Bay State Limited for Boston. The Prince 
will return here on Monday, and will re- 
main until Dec. 138, when he will leave 
for San Francisco. He will sail thence for 
Japan on Dec. 28.

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Court Says Contract to Maintain It Is 
Against Public Policy. 


With only Justice Bartlett dissenting, the 
Justices of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, sitting in Brooklyn, decided 
yesterday that a contract to maintain the 
“ closed shop” was illegal. In the opinion, 
written by Presiding Justice Hirschberg, 2 
contract, entered into between the firm of 
Morris Cohn & Sons and the Protective 
Coat Tailors and Pressers’ Local Union 55 
of the United Garment Workers of America 
is illegal and contrary to public policy. 

The agreement in question was between 
the union, the firm, and its employes, and 
prohibited the firm from employing lAbor 
not belonging to the local, and not even to 
employ a ‘member of the union unless he 
had a card signed by the business agent of 
the local. 

A money penalty was provided for in 
this contract, and to secure the payment 
of the penalty Morris Cohn & Sons de- 
posited with the President of the locdl a 
promissory note. They violated the agree- 
ment, and the action before the court was 
brought to collect the amount due on the 
note. Judgment was obtained in the court 
<r ay but the Appellate Division sets this 
aside, 

In his decision Justice Hirschberg de- 
clared that the contract which was set 
forth in the complaint was in restraint 
of trade, and against public policy and 
was unlawful, and that the demurrer of 
the defendants should be upheld, and that 
any contract designed to prevent one set 
of men from obtaining work and depriving 
others of the opportunity to work was 4 
violation of the Constitution. The court 
quoted the opinion of the Court of Appeals 
in the Galen case, 152 New York, 33. , 

Justice Bartlett, writing the dissenting 
opinion, says, in part; 

*‘In my opinion, a contract having the 
lawful purpose of benefiting the parties 
thereto by procuring for the employer the 
most capable workmen, and not involving 
the exercise of any physical force or re- 
straint or violence, is not invalidated be- 
cause of the possibility or probability that 
its operation may have a detrimental effect 
on the interest of others.” 


TRIED SUICIDE AS POLICE CAME. 


Hungarian Banker Arrested — His De- 
positors Accuse Him. 


Oscar Adler, a Hungarian, twenty-eight 
years old, was arrested last night in a 
Raines law hotel at 50 Broadway, Will- 
iamsburg, by Capt, Holahan and Detective 
Thompson of the Clymer Street station, 
When he was confronted by the police he 
tried to cut his throat, declaring that he 
would never be taken alive. 

Adler, according to those who know him, 
conducted an exchange and banking busi- 
ness at 14 Avenue B, Manhattan, but had-+ 
not been seen there since last Monday, 
Since then hundreds of persons have 
loitered about the place,’ declaring that they 
had been swindled. According to these per- 
sons, Adler’s business was mainly among 
poor persons, Many of them allege that 
they gave him money to send abroad, and 
it never reached the persons for whom if 
was intended, Others allege that they 
deposited money with him in amounts from 
$10 upward, and were unable to get it 
back. The amount involved, according to 
the police, ig about $25,000. 

Adler, who lived at 126 Seventh Avenue, 
went to Williamsburg on Monday and.reg- 
istered at the Raines law hotel under the 
name of Thompson, ordering that his meals 
be brought to his room, The proprietor of 


the place became suspicious and notified 
the police. In his room were a large num- 
ber of letters, ene addressed to Kate Ger- 
manns of 60 Wallace Street, Newark, In 
this letter Adler asked the woman to flee 
with him to Europe, saying he would be 
willing to disguise himself in female dress 
in erder to escape. 

Word of the man’s arrest was sent to the 
Fifth Street Police Station, and three de- 
tectives went to Williamsburg to bring the 
prisoner to Manhattan. Capt. Holahan, 
however, would not release him, saying 
that, before he could be transferred it 
would be necessary to rearrest him after 
he had been arraigned in Williamsburg, 
inasmuch as he was merely held on sus- 
picion. He will be arraigned in the Lee 
Avenue Police Court this morning.

OVER 18,000,000 SAW IT

St. Louis Makes a Holiday. to 
Honor President Francis. 


TOTAL COST WAS $31,000,000 


Will Be Very Little Left for Stockhold- 


ers—New York Building Brought 
$7,000—Cost $78,000. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 1.—With appropriate and 
-impressive ceremonies the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, which was opened on 
April 30 last, was formally declared closed 
to-day. Mayor Wells had made the day a 
city holiday, and business was largely sus- 
pended for hours, while many thousands 
of the city’s population journeyed to the 
Exposition Grounds to attend the closing 
ceremonies, 

In recognition of the services of Presi- 
dent Francis of the Exposition, Mr. Francis 
was made the chief guest of honor. He 
made the principal speech of the day, at 
the close of which the Exposition’s Direc- 
tors presented to him a costly silver serv- 
ice as a token of their esteem. 

In the seven months during which the 
Fair has been open 18,317,457 admissions 
have been recorded, according to figures 
complete to last Saturday, September being 
the banner month, with a total of 3,651,873. 

Secretary Walter B. Stevens of the 
World’s Fair said to-night that the ex- 
position in round numbers had expended 
$22,000,000 since the inception of the World's 
Fair project, and the expenditures of the 
several States and Territories had reached 
a total of $9,000,000, making a total of $31,- 
000,000, The receipts since the opening day, 
April 30, have amounted to about $10,000,- 
000, consisting of admissions and conces- 
sion royalties, 

“While it is yet impossible to state ex- 
actly the financial condition of the Ex- 
position Company, on this,’”’ he added, “ it 
can be authoritatively announced that all 
debts against the company have been paid, 
with the exception of a few curren ac- 
counts, such as salaries, &c., and these 
will, it is thought, consume nearly all the 
surplus, so that there will only be a very 
smal amount left for the stockholders. 

* From the amount of royalties collected 
by the exposition company it is estimated 
that the concessionaires of The Pike and 
other parts of the World's Fair grounds 
have taken in at least $10,000,000.”’ 

Three of the prinicpal State World’s Fair 
pavilions were sold to-day. The New York 
building, which cost, with its furnishings, 
$78,000, was sold to representatives of some 
persons who wished their names withheld, 
for $7,000. The Connecticut State pavilion 
was purchased by Robert C. Hall of Pitts- 
burg, and the Ohio building, which cost 
$33,000, was sold to a construction company 
for $600. 

The closing exercises were held at the 
base of the Louisiana Purchase Monument, 
in the Plaza of St, Louis, where were held 
seven months ago the exercises that for-, 
mally opened the gates to the world. There 
was cheering, but it was the cheering of 
final leave taking. The principal speeches 
were delivered by Gov, Dockery of Mis- 
souri and President Francis. 

In his farewell speech President Francis 
said, in part: 

‘*The results of this work cannot be ade- 
quately measured by the beauty of its land- 
scapes, the grace and symmetry of its 
buildings, the comprehensiveness of its ex- 
hibits, the intelligence of its congresses, 
the elegance cf its social features, nor by 
the ineffable pleasures conferred on its 
patrons, but time will be required to demon- 
strate that the thought and the labor and 
the sacrifices that have entered into it were 
not ill-advisedly bestowed, 

“The compensation will continue to flow 
for at least a generation to come. Its in- 
fluences will be felt and appreciated in 
widening circles as the years go by. It 
marks a new epoch in the intellectual and 
industrial advancement of the world and 
the dawn of a new era in the international 
relations of Governments and peoples. It 
has brought all countries closer together 
and has elevated the world. 

‘“‘Speaking for myself, it has been the 
work of my life. The duties of the position 
I have held have not only claimed my en- 
tire time and thought, but the perform- 
ances of those duties havé been so preg- 
nant with ponacre and interest that it has 
dispelled all feelings of weariness, and its 
cessation will seem like the severing of 
beloved ties, the departure from the scenes 
endeared by cherished association.’’ 

Promptly at 4 o’clock all the great ex- 
hibit palaces were clesed and visitors were 
excluded, In the Palace of Agriculture 
onslaughts by souvenir hunters were made 
on some of the exhibits where the settings 
were composed of straw and fragile ma- 
terial, and for a time demolition was 
threatened, but prompt action put a stop 
to the threatened turmoil. 

As the night drew on, throngs concen- 
trated in the main avenues to view for the 
last time the magnificent electrie illumina- 
tion, As the midnight hour was tolled by 
the great clock, the glowing electric bulbs 
slowly began dimming, the pulsations of 
the great engines that drove the cascades 
gradually died away. The light faded 
steadily, diminishing until but a faint glow 
was perceptible. Then followed darkness, 
and the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
had passed into history. 


DEFEND LIGHT CONTRACTS. 
Mayor and Controller Say City Saves 
$250,000 Interest. 


Controller Grout said yesterday that, al- 
though the lighting contracts excuted by 
Commissioner Oakley were not ideal by 
any means, the city had saved $250,000 in- 
terest on money due the lighting companies, 
and also would obtain far better service at 
a material reduction in prices. 

Mayor McClellan also defended the ac- 
tion of Mr. Oakley. He said that the Com- 
missioner brought all the features of the 
Welsbach contract for Manhattan and the 
Bronx, where all open-flame lights are to 
be changed to Welsbach burners, before 
the Board of Estimate, and received the 
sanction of that body. 

**Commissioner Oakley has done exceed- 
ingly well with the lighting contracts,” 
said Controller Grout. ‘In July last Mr. 
Oakley submitted the contracts to the 
Board of Estimate. I requested an oppor- 
tunity to investigate them, and wrote to 
ex-Commissioner Monroe, who replied that 
he considered the contracts beneficial to 
the city, and had he been Commissioner 
then would have signed them. 

“Since the break with the lighting com- 
panies, nearly two years ago, most of the 
companies have refused to accept the 60 per 
cent. of their bills offered, pending a set- 
tlement, and the city would have been lia- 
ble for 6 per cent, interest on these charges, 
the interest amounting to $250,000. On the 


strength of an agreement to audit the back 
bills at the old rates, the companies have 
consented to abandon all claims for interest 
charges. The new contracts were signed 
about Nov. 1, and the old rates of the con- 
tract of 1902 will be used as a basis of set- 
tlement for the months during which no 
payments were made.”’ 

The Controller also declared it to be his 
intention to bring the municipal lighting 
plant proposition before the Board of Bsti- 
mate and urge that the Corporation Coun- 
sel be instructed to draw up an enabling 
act for presentation to the Legislature at 
the coming session. The bill, it is under- 
stood, will follow the same general lines 
of the measure Col. Monroe caused to be 
prepared two years ago, but which wags 
defeated in the Legislature at that time.

CONTINUE TO INCREASE 


Treasury Statement Shows They 
Total $258,531,747. 


WORKING BALANCE REDUCED 


Is $10,000,000 Below What Long Was 
Regarded as Amount That 
Ought to be Held. 


Special to The New York .Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Treasury, 
since Nov. 1, lost in available cash $3,008,- 
139, that balance now standing at $143,- 
344.658, of which sum the depository banks 
hold $103,255,620, a decrease of $1,500,000 
during the month. The ‘“ working balance ”’ 
is the amount held by the Treasurer after 
deducting the depository bank holdings, and 
that balance is now reduced to about $40,- 
000,000, or $10,000,000 below what has been 
regarded for many years as the amount 
that should be always held by the Treas- 
urer to meet current demands. 

The decrease in the cash balance is easily 
explained—continued increase in expendi- 
tures, which for the month just closed ex- 
ceeded the revenues by upward of $4,000,- 
000. The most prominent change in the 
items constituting the cash balance was in 
the gold coin and gold bullicn held, which 
from nearly $40,000,000, held on 
Noy. 1, to $23,134,114. This gold was evi- 
dently taken out in exchange’ for certifi- 
cates, as the gold certificates show an in- 
crease of $17,000,000. In the trust fund, 
however, there is no material change, the 
gold coin held in that fund showing a dif- 
ference of less than $1,000,000. There is a 
decrease in the outstanding paper circula- 
tion of the Government since Nov. 1 of 
about $22,000,000, as will be seen by the 
following comparison:

The receipts for November show an in- 
erease over the corresponding month of 
1908 of about $900,000.

: Brahms’s Notable Composition Re- 
peated Last Evening. 


THE WORK WELL RENDERED 


Bach’s Cantata “ Sleepers Awake” Also 
Given — Mme. de Montjau and 
David Bispham Soloists. 


The Oratorio Society marked a notable 
event in its history last evening by produc- 
ing for the third time Brahms’s ‘‘ German 
Requiem.’ It was, if the author of the 
programme notes is correct in his enumera- 
tion, the fifth performance that has been 
given in New York. 

As one of the monumental works in the 
literature of choral music it was time that 
it was heard again in the thirty-six years 
since its completion, and the Oratorio Soci- 
ety honored its@lf and conferred a benefit 
upon the musical public by recurring to it 
after the thirteen years that have elapsed 
since it was last produced. It was good to 
see that a large audience appreciated its 
opportunity of hearing it. 

As over all of Brahms’s larger works, 
there has been great argument concerning 
its place in modern music; it is perhaps in- 
evitable that this should be so. Music that 
rises to so lofty a height, that speaks from 
the innermost recesses of a great heart and 
in tones sometimes austere and never with 
an obvious or superficially pleasing voice, 
is not for universal and immediate 
ceptance. 

3ut the ‘ German tequiem’”’ to-day 
seems of so lofty and serene beauty as to 
place it irrevocably among the great mas- 
terpieces of its kind. So it seemed last 
evening when the Oratorio Society, under 
Mr. Frank Damrosch’'s direction, set it 
forth in a way that truly represented much 
of its majesty and spiritual power. 

The title of “‘ Requiem ”’ does not put it 
in the category with the Catholic supplica- 
tion for the peace of the As 
been pointed out, it is rather a series of 
richly pictured and imaginative reflections 
life’ this side of the grave and be- 
yond, of the lot of man the life of 
heaven, The words are from the 
Scriptures. The personal note is a signifi- 
cant element in it that distinguishes it 
from the impersonal, general utterance of 
the Catholic office. And so resignation, 
questioning, aspiration, passionate appeal, 
all find their expression in its widely vary- 
ing moods 

Its stirrings moments reach to a high pin- 
nacle of exaltation, and in all its parts it 
is profoundly moving. The performance, 
so far as the chorus was concerned, can be 
placed among the notable achievements of 
the Oratorio Society. The chorus sang with 
enthusiasm, with evident knowledge, and 
with a good command of many of its diffi- 
culties. 

Its nuances were 
There were nobility and solidity of tone 
and elasticity in its singing of the great 
fugal movements, and variety and truth of 
expression in all the contrasting move- 
ments. The superb passage at the close 
of Part VI., *“‘ For Death Shall Be Swal- 
lowed up in Victory,” was sung with 
splendid energy and power. The soprano 
and baritone solos are important. Mr, 
Bispham sang the latter with earnestness 
and fine feeling, but there were not always 
the freedom and flexibility in his declama- 
tion to give them their full effect. 

Mme. Montjau, who sang the soprano 
part, was overweighted with it, and neither 
her voice, which seemed thin and acrid in 
quality, nor her style, which lacked breadth 
and depth of expression, was sufficient to 
cope with the music. Her chief solo, *‘ Ye 
are now sorrowful,’ one of the finest peace 
of the work, was woefully lacking in its 
effect. The orchestra was large enough to 
give the tonal coloring that Brahms counted 
on, but it was not always of enough rhyth- 
mical incisiveness, 

The “ Requiem ’’ was preceded by Bach's 
cantata, ‘“‘ Sleepers, Awake,”’ in which there 
is a splendid opening chorus, a contrapuntal 
setting of the melody of the chorale that 
gives the cantata its name, which was well 
sung; but here, too, the need of a positive- 
ly rhythmical orchestral accompaniment 
was not met as it should have been. There 
are two long duets for soprano and bari- 
tone; but neither of the singers was suf- 
ficiently at home in the difficulties of 
Bach's crabbed manner of wrijing for solo 
voices to make them sound a¢# they should.

Buys Canadian Line for $2,000,000—Has 
128 Miles of Track. 
Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 1.—The control of 
the New York and Ottawa Railroad passed 
to the New York Central to-day, the road 
having been purchased at a price in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000. The will 
not be officially announced until Dec. 22, 
and in the meantime officials of the road 
are uncommunicative. 

The purchased line runs 128 miles from 
Ottawa to Tupper Lake, New York, cross- 
ing the Canadian Pacific Railroad at Finch, 
the Grand Trunk at Cornwall Junction, the 
Rutland Railway at Moira, N. Y., and con- 
necting with the New York Central at Tup- 
per Lake. The New York and Ottawa 
_was built in 1896-7, Fifty-seven miles of the 
road are in Canada, and the company re- 
ceived the Dominion subsidy of $3,200 a 
mile for this section.

Miss Fremstad Sings Kundry and Mr. 
Journet Gurnemanz for the First Time. 


The second performance of “ Parsifal,” 
given yesterday at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, was notable for several things. One 
of them was the fact that the audience 
was the smallest that has yet attended any 
of the representations given there. An- 
other was the appearance of Miss Olive 
Fremstad as Kundry for the first time, and 
of Mr. Journet as Gurnemanz, also for the 
first time. 

Miss Fremstad’s interpretation was an ex- 
ceedingly striking one, and gave evidence 
if any further evidence were needed, of her 
remarkable temperamental and artistic 
powers, and of her deep study of the diffi- 
cult character. In the first act she was 
highly successful in managing the awkward 
and violent movements that accompany her 
coming and her rude colloquy with Parsifal. 

She embodied the inscrutable fascination 
of the temptress in the second act with 
Strangely suggestive power; but here her 
interpretation clearly had still something 
of the tentative; her movements were re- 
Strained, and her singing was cautious, 
especially in the higher passages of the 
music, which lie above the range in which 
her voice is most perfectly at her com- 
mand. She sang much in mezzo yoce. 
Yet she filled the scenes with much of the 
sinister and alluring quality that gives it its 
chief meaning, and she showed a power 
that is undoubtedly destined/to make her 
a notable representative of t part. 

Mr. Journet gave an admirably intelli- 
gent representation of the garrulous old 
man, singing the music with effect; but 
he, too, moved somewhat’ cautiously 
through his scenes, and there is much op- 
portunity for an elaboration of necessary 
detail. The other features of the represen- 
tation were on the high level that was 
noted a week ago.

Lyric, Mme. Réjane arrived last evening 
at Meilhac’s three-act comedy of farcical 
intrigue, ‘“‘Ma Cousine.’””’ The most cath- 
olic soul in the world would probably find 
it hard to declare any virtue in the piece 
except that of frolicking through the ad- 
venturous complications of frankly im- 
moral people in a manner that, to the so- 
phisticated man of the world, is amusing, 
without being, from his point of view, al- 
together depraving. 

Riquette is an actress of the Folies Amou- 
reuses, who restores an errant husband to 
his lawful spouse by diverting him to 
the prospect of an intrigue with herself. 
To the fétard no doubt this represents the 
acme of morality. At the crucial moment, 
after being chased well round the furniture 
of the convenient flat, Riquette evades her 
pursuer by disclosing that she is in fact his 
sister by the left hand. A little shocking 
that, perhaps; but it is all very cleverly 
worked out by M. Meilhac. The audience 
last night, which was one of the largest of 
the season, found it abundantly amusing. 

From the theatrical point of view the 
chief charm of the piece is that it affords 
unusual scope to Réjane’s virtuosity. The 
first act is a histrionic stunt that has long 
been famous. From curtain to curtain 
Réjane lies pillowed in a billowy couch, 
holding the interest of the audience by the 
clever variety and sprightliness of her 
mimetics. 

Time was when we all went into ecstacies 
over the feat. But all the while the water 
is flowing under the bridge. Of late there 
have been two bridges, to say nothing of 
the forthcoming tunnels, over which water 
is also flowing. In a word, such stunts in 
the theatre are becoming a trifle old-fash- 
ioned. As the curtain descended and the 
actress tripped from the couch to the mir- 
ror to powder her nose, one felt a percepti- 
ble sensaticn of relief. And yet the thing 
Was as cleverly done as ever. 

In. the second act Réjane and Berthier 
rehearse a bit of pantomime, which he has 


written for her to play at the Folies 
Amoureuses, and here the variety and 
sprightiiness of the fun is more pronounced 
and less a tour de force. It was a bit of 
drolling light as air, in which the whole of 
the admirable cast took part. Mais enfin. 
* * * Still, it is a great deal to be amused 
by whatever means. 

As for the dénouement, it is not half as 
rough on the sensibilities in the acting as 
when the play is‘read. There is no doubt 
that these good French people have the 
power of refining this sort of thing until 
it ceases to shock; but whether we should 
thank them for it or reprobate them is a 
question too deep to be agitated apropos 
of **Ma Cousine.”’

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Dec. 1.—President 
Truesdale of the Lackawanna Railroad, in 
a letter published in a local paper to-day, 
discusses the improvements under way by 
his road, and assures Montclair that. it will 
not be long until a twenty-minute schedule 
from Montclair to the heart of the metropo- 
lis will be realized.

NONE OPPOSES M’CARREN 
FOR BROOKLYN LEADER 


His Annual Love Feast, the State 
Senator Calls It. 


LIE PASSED IN DISTRICT ROW 


Adjourned Without Deciding Between 
Naumer and Donnelly in Shea’s 
Old District. 


What Senator McCarren termed “ the an- 
nual love feast’”’ of the Democratic organ- 
ization of Kings County was held last 
night in the Imperial Café, at Red Hook 
Lane and Fulton Street. The meeting was 
preliminary to the meeting of the General 
Committee next Tuesday to organize for 
1905. Last night’s session 


hind closed doors. 

A resolution recommending that Senator 
McCarren be re-elected as Chairman of 
the new Executive Committee, and James 
D. Bell Chairman of the new County Com- 
mittee, was adopted without dissent. Every 
one of the seventeen members present, ex- 
cept Senator McCarren and William J. Mc- 
Guire, voted on the resolution, Mr. McGuire 
excusing himseif from voting oh the ground 
that he did not know whether he would 
be the new executive member from his dis- 
trict. When Senator McCarren was asked 
whether there had been any debate over the 
resolution, he said: 

“There was no debate, but every man 
had his say, and all who spoke declared 
themselves in favor of the autonomy of 
the Brooklyn organization.”’ 

Senator McCarren, speaking of the re- 
orts that he would be asked to resign as 
eader in the interest of harmony, said: 

‘No suggestion of that kind was made 
by any one in the meeting. I received the 
most gratifying assurances of continued 
loyalty.”’ 

While the Executive Committee was hold- 
ing its harmonious session there was a 
lively row at a mecting of the district or- 
anization of the Seventeenth District at 
51 Tompkins Avenue. At the last prima- 
ries Joseph T. Donnelly led_a successful 
fight in that district against John L. Shea, 
who had been the leader of the district 
for muny years. 

The purpose of the meeting last night was 
to recommend to the nine members of the 
County Committee an exécutive member. 
There are two aspirants, Joseph T. Donnelly 
and Police Magistrate Joseph Naumer. The 
fact that Samuel S. Whitehouse, a pro- 
nounced McCarren man, is conducting the 
fight for Naumer created the impression 
that Senator McCarron was favoring Nau- 
mer as against Donnelly, but Senator Mc- 
Carren denies that he has interfered or in- 
tends to interfere in any way. 

Naumer presided last night, and when a 
resolution recommending the election of 
Donnelly was introduced he ruled 
of order. 

Ephraim Byk, Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the Fifth District, took the 
platform to explain where he stood in the 
contest between Naumer and Donnelly, but 
he had not proceeded far with his explana- 
tion when Donnelly arose, accused him of 
falsifying, and declared him to be a traitor. 
The crowd sided with Donnelly, and Byk 
was hissed.

FAMILY CALLS IT ACCIDENTAL 


Lawyer Got Home Just After Wife 
Started in Cab to Look for Him— 
Disturbed Over Her Absence. 


Franklyn Paddock of the law firm of 
Stearns & Paddock, 32 Liberty Street, was 
found dead yesterday in his apartments on 
the first floor of 17 West Tenth Street. He 
left no note of explanation, so that the 
family believes that his death was acciden- 
tal, while.the police insist that it was a 
case of suicide, because the body was found 
in the bathroom with two unlighted gas jets 
turned on full and the door locked. 

Mr. Paddock belonged to an old New York 
family that had been distinguished in the 
legal world, and was a graduate of Prince- 
ton University of the class of 1890. He was 
a member of several clubs, including thé 
Princeton Club. He married Mrs. Louise 
Barron of Plainfield, N. J., five years ago. 
Her daughter Hazel is now fifteen years 
old, and is at school in Boston, 

According to the two servants, Mrs. Pad- 
dock ate dinner alone on Wednesday night, 
worrying greatly because her husband did 
not come home in time to dine with her. He 
had not been well for some time, and had 
been dejected, because medial treatment he 
was taking did not seem to benefit him. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock she called up Fraw- 
ley’s livery stable at 323 West Forty-fourth 
Street, asking for her regular driver, James 
Lynch. He arrived at 10:30 o’clock. She 
told him of her anxiety about her husband 
and asked him to drive her to all the 
places he had ever driven her husband. 
Mrs. Paddock did not return home until 
noon yesterday, having searched for her 
husband all through the night and morn- 
ing. 

Half an hour after Mrs, Paddock started 
to look for her husband, he came to the 
apartments and esked for his wife. When 
told that she had left in a cab, he said he 
would sit up for her. He chatted with the 
servants, who had been long in his em- 
ploy, and told stories of Princeton until 1 
o’clock, when he told the servants to go to 
bed. He sat down to read a book, appar- 
ently, until his wife’s return. That was 
the last the servants saw of Mr, Paddock 
alive. 

Cc. E. Billquist, a banker, of 11 Broadway, 
smelled gas in his apartments about 8 
o'clock and summoned the janitor. They 
found that the gas was coming from the 
Paddock apartments. Summoning a police- 
man, they broke open the door, and then 
the door leading to the bathroom, where 
they found Mr. Paddock lying on the floor 
and the room filled with escaping gas. Dr. 
Ferdinand Wisse, who lives in the house, 
was summoned, and said the man was 
dead. Coroner Scholer was notified, to- 
gether with Mr. Paddock’s sister, Mrs. 
Louis J. Pooler, of 17 East Sixty-fifth 
Street; George W. Alexander, Secretary of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, and 
Jesse Stearns, Mr. Paddock's law partner. 

After giving the burial permit, Coroner 
Scholer said that he was not sure whether 
Mr. Paddock had killed himself or had died 
accidentally. Just after he left the house 


a cab drawn by a horse that could scarcely 
walk was driven up to the house, and Mrs. 
Paddock stepped out. Seeing a crowd of 
people about and two policemen, she be- 
came hysterical, Physicians were sum- 
mond to care for the woman, who was 
ante with griet when she learned of the 
eath. 

James Lynch, the driver of the cab, told 
the «tory of the search for Mr. Paddock, 
saying that at Mrs. Paddock’s request he 
had driven her to every place he had ever 
taken her husband, and that she frequently 
telepnoned to the house to see if her hus- 
band had returned, but could get no one 
to answer. On several occasions he had 
done the telephoning for her. 

* When I got to the house, shortly after 
10:30 o clock,” said Lynch, “I found Mrs. 
Paddock greatly disturbed and anxious 
about her husband. We first drove to 
Jack’s. She went in and was gone a little 
while, when she came back, saying she 
could not find him. Then we drove with 
similar results to Donohue’s, the Vendome, 
the Imperial, the Marlborough. We drove 
everywhere and reached the Claremont at 
8 o’clock in the morning. Mrs. Paddock in- 
sisted that I eat something and feed the 
horse. She did not eat anything herself. 
We drove to a hotel at Broadway and One 
Hundredth Street, where we stayed a long 
time, she seeming to think her husband 
might come in. We tried the telephone 
again, but could get no answer. Then we 
started home.”’ 

Jesse Stearns, partner of the dead man, 
also said that it must have been an acci- 
dent. He said Mr. Paddock was on the 
eve of accomplishing an important piece 
of railroad litigation, and added that, 
though his partner had feared that he 
migat be suffering with Bright’s disease 
and had been for some time in ill-health, 
he _ been cheerful and kept hard at 
work. 


COURT CLEARS BANKRUPT. 


Indictment Based on Schedules He 


Filed Dismissed as Illegal. 


Judge Thomas in the United States Circuit 
Court, Criminal Branch, dismissed an indict- 
ment yesterday for alleged illegal and fraud- 
ulent concealment of property against Mark 
Chambers, a furrier, on the ground that 
the Federal Grand Jury had indicted him 
illegally by using evidence which they 
found in his own schedules in bankruptcy. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against Chambers on Oct. 1, 1900, 
a second petition from other creditors fol- 


lowing the next day. Chambers filed sched- 
ules on Dec. 8 stating his liabilities as 
%44.082 and his assets as $2,398. He was 

licted Sept. 30, 1901, on two counts, but 

*, of alleged perjury, was dismissed upon 
demurrer by consent of counsel and the 
court. Portions of the schedules were set 
out in the indictment, 

Max J. Kohler, counsel for Chambers, 
moved for a dismissal on the ground that 
the Grand Jury had considered the viola- 
tions of the provisions of the Bankruptcy 
act and of the Fourth and Fifth Amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution, in mak- 
ing Chambers. in this manner, a witness 
against himself.

New Leases Aggregating $2,000,000 An- 
nually Signed Within a Month. 


Leases representing an aggregate annual 
rental of over $2,000,000 have been signed 
within the month past by Wall Street 
bankers and brokers intending to take new 
offices, according to credible estimate 
made yesterday. Not for a long time, if 
ever before, has there been such a general 
moving into larger quarters, for, in the 
present market boom, financial firms can 
hardly get men enough to handle their 
business, and in almost every active house 
the clerks are kept until 10 and 11 at night 
in order to keep up with the work.

NON-CATHOLIC JURY FOR GIRL. 


Verdict of $13,500 Against Brooklyn 
Priest in Damage Suit. 


A jury in Part IV. of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, made up entirely of non-Cath- 
olics, rendered a verdict late yesterday 
afternoon for $13,500 against the Rev. Eu- 
gene J. Donnelly, pastor of a Catholic 
Church at Flushing, L. I. The action was 
brought for personal injuries sustained by 
Tillie Smith, a young girl, who alleged that 
while she was cleaning a window in a 
house owned by the priest at 148 Driggs 
Avenue, Brooklyn, the frame gave way 
and she was precipitated to the street. 

When the case was called on Wednesday 
the attorney for the plaintiff asked each 

| juror whether he was a member of the 
| Catholic Church. This was objected to by 
; ex-Assistant Corporation Counsel William 
J. Carr, who appeared for the defense, but 
when Justice Gaynor, who presided, learned 


that the defendant was a Catholic priest 
he allowed the question, saying: 

“I do not think that it would matter 
who was the plaintiff or defendant to our 
juries. Whether a man is a Presbyterian 
priest or a Catholic priest would make no 
eae. Justice would be done to all 
alike.”’ 

Béfore the lawyer for the plaintiff fin- 
ished his examination, however, he had 
succeeded in getting all of the Catholics 
out of the jury box. 


SANDWICH NOT A MEAL. 


Justice Takes Away License of Hotel 
Where It Was Served with Drinks. 


Holding that the ordinary frequenters of 
ack rooms of Raines law hotels are not 
guests within the meaning of the law, and 
that a sandwich placed before a customer 
who orders whisky on Sunday does not 
save the proprietor from arrest for violat- 
ing the law, Justice Clarke in the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down a decision 
| taking away the liquor tax certificate of 
Mrs. Ida Jacobs, who keeps a hotel at 155 
Bleecker Street. The proceedings were 
brought by State Excise Commissioner 
Patrick W. Cullinan, who on two occasions 
sent three Excise Inspectors to the place 
fe get evidence. Justice Clarke’s opinion 
was in part as follows: 
“Section 81 of the liquor tax law de- 
fines guest within the meaning of the ex- 
|} ception in favor of hotel keepers as ‘a per- 
| son who, during the hours when meals are 
regularly served therein, resorts, to the ho- 
| tel for the purpose of obtaining and actual- 
| ly orders and obtains’ at such times ‘in 
good faith’ a meal therein. The uncontra- 
dicted evidence here is that three special 
agents of the State Excise Department en- 
tered the premises on Sunday, July 24, 
through a side door or so-called ‘ladies’ 
entrance.’ * * * One of the agents or- 
dered whisky. A waiter who came to the 
table asked, ‘What kind of a sandwich 
do you want?’ The agent said, ‘We don’t 
want anything to eat.’ The waiter said, 
*You will have to order a sandwich to 
get the drink.’ Whereupon the agent re- 
plied, ‘Bring anything.’ The waiter went 


to the barroom and returned with three 
sandwiches, three glasses of whisky, and 
three glasses of water. The agent paid 
5 cents for the whisky and 15 cents for the 
sandwiches. Shortly after another order 
was given for whisky. No food was served 
with the second order of whisky.”

COURTS REFUSE MERCY 
IN SHOPLIFTING CASES 


Mrs. Hobart Held When Her Ac- 
cuser Withdraws Charge. 


WEALTH MAKES CRIME WORSE” 


That Was Magistrate’s Reply to Store 
Manager—Daughter Blames Mother 
for Their Common Plight. 


Despite the fact that the manager of the 
store in which she was arrested asked to 
withdraw the charge of shoplifting against 
her, Magistrate Whitman in Jefferson Mar- 
ket Court yesterday held the woman known 
as Mrs. Hobart in $300 bail for trial. The 
prisoner had been taken in a department 
store in Twenty-third Street several days 
ago. She said she lived on Jersey City 
Heights, but admitted that the name she 
gave was false. Her identity has been 
concealed thus far. 

Mrs. Hobart appeared heavily veiled yes- 
terday. She was plainly clad and her face 
was worn from weeping. The manager of 
the store came forward when her case was 
called and said that he wished to withdraw 
the charge. 

“We have made an investigation,” he 
told the Magistrate, ‘‘and have learned 
that this woman is a member of one of 
the best families in the city, and, more- 
over, that she has been suffering from se- 
vere illness for three years. We believe 
that in this instance she committed the 
theft under stress of some sudden mental 
defection." 

“I can’t see that this case differs from 
any other that has come before me,” replied 
Magistrate Whitman. “I have a duty to 
perform as a public officer. There should 
be no discrimination, and there will be none 
in this court whether the accused be poor 
or rich, socially prominent or unknown. 
The fact of this woman being wealthy and 
socially prominent only makes her crime 
the more flagrant, and she should be pun- 
ished in the most severe manner.” 

In the Court of Special Sessions, where 
four prisoners pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced, a young girl not yet out of her 
teens tearfully laid at her mother’s door 
the sole responsibility for their plight, a 
moment before they were separated, the 
mother to be sent to the Tombs, the daugh- 
ter to the Catholic Protectory. 

The mother and daughter had been ar- 
rested in a Sixth Avenue department store. 
They were Mrs. Mary Lynch of 1,743 
Broadway, Brooklyn, and her fifteen-year- 
old daughter Eva. C. F. Howe, the lawyer 
who represented them in court, made an 
eloquent plea on behalf of the girl, urging 
that she be restored to her father, who, 
Mr. Howe declared, was 4a respectable, 
hard working mechanic. 

“The mother,” he said, *‘is willing to 
,take her punishment, but this child is not 
entirely responsible for her acts, The 
father does not know of the plight of his 
wife and daughter. 

Justice Wyatt, who presided, asked if the 
father was in court, and upon learning that 
he was not said he did not consider a 
father a proper guardian if he allowed his 
child to go about with her mother stealing. 
The Justice then ordered the girl sent to 
the Catholic Protectory and sentenced Mrs, 
Lynch to twenty days in the City Prison. 
When the child heard this she turned to her 
mother: 

“Oh, mother, mother, see what you have 
done to papa and to me!” she cried, with 
tears streaming down her face. She flung 
her arms about her mother’s neck, and had 
to be separated from her by force. 


SUICIDE IN TURKISH BATH. 


in Ill-Health and Despondent—Wife Re- 
cently Broke Her Ankle. 


A Turkish bath and then suicide in a pri- 
vate room of the bathing establishment 
was a programme which Stewart C. Sco- 
field of 1,126 Bedford Avenue, Brooklyn, 
arranged for himself and carried out de- 
liberately yesterday. He was found dead 
with his wrist slashed last night in a room 
at the baths at 36 Clinton Street, Brooklyn. 

Scofield was thirty-four years old and 
married. He was employed as a plumber 
and had been in ill-health for a long time. 
Once before, it is said, he attempted to end 
his life while in a despondent mood. Re- 
cently his wife fell down stairs accidentally 
ut their home and broke her ankle. This 
added tu his despondency.

STOLE TO VISIT HIS MOTHER. 


Postal Clerk Admitted Rifling Letters— 
Planned Trip to Russia. 


Business men who received their mail 
through Post Office Station U at Third 
Avenue and One Hundred and Third Street 
are rejoicing in the arrest of Herman 
Fronkers, twenty-five years old, of 43 West 
One Hundred and Fourteenth Street, a dis- 
tributing clerk in that sub-station. Fronk- 
ers is frantic with grief because it means 
that he will in all probability never see his 
old mother again, to whom he is devotedly 
attached. For years Fronkers had been 
sending small remittances to his mother 
in Russia. About a month”ago he received 
a letter from her saying that she believed 
that her days were nearing their end and 
that in rich America surely he could gather 
enough to visit her. According to his con- 


fession to the a authorities, he opened 
one letter and found $10. Then he ap- 
plied for a leave of absence to begin with 


the first of the new year. 

Soon the business men of the locality were 
in trouble with customers who asserted that 
they had sent money to them which had 
never been received. Test letters with 
marked bills were prepared. These dis- 
appeared, and Fronkers was arrested short- 
ly after midnight yesterday morning. The 
marked money and several rifled letters 
were found on him. The man _ confessed 
that he had been stealing since he got his 


mother’s letter. 
Fronkers was arraigned before United 


States Commissioner Ridgway, and his ex- 
amination was set for to-morrow. He was 
committed to the Tombs in default of $2,500 


bail. 


NOT TO INCREASE TRANSFERS. 


B. R. T. President Says Company Is Al- 
ready Obeying Court’s Decision. 


President Winter of. the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company announced yesterday that 
there would be no change in the present 
transfer system of the road, because of the 
Court of Appeals’ decision. 

“The decision,” said he, ‘“‘ applies only to 
transfers from one leased line to another 
line owned by the lessee or to another leased 
to and operated by such lessee. Since the 
Nassau Electric Railroad Company has re- 
sumed the operation of its own railroads, 
the only situation to which the decision is 
now applicable is the intersection of Mon- 
tague and Court Streets, where the decision 
requires a transfer from the Montague 
Street line, owned by the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, to the connect- 
ing lines of the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company, operated by the Brooklyn Heights 


Railroad Company, as lessee. Such trans- 
fers are now given at this intersection and 
have been for several years.” 

Soon after the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court had decided in favor of Luke 
O'Reilly, the lawyer in the transfer suit, he 
brought against the Broooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company, the company announced 
that it had terminated its lease of the Nas- 
sau Company’s lines. The Nassau Company, 
however, still has the same directorate as 
the Heights Company.

publican Party. That is a highly un- 
pleasant word, for wich we do not 
know that extortion would be an accep- 
table substitute. But extortion it is— 
tariff extortion, Trust extortion under 
licenses issued by Republican lawmak- 
ers. And the most powerful men in 
Washington outside of the immediate 
circle of the President are the defenders 
or the actual agents of the extortionists. 
These mighty men have now united in 
@ determined attempt to thwart the Pres- 
ident’s intention to bring about revision . 
of the tariff. 

The tremendous majorities for Mr. 
ROOSEVELT were accepted by the 
thoughtless as a complete refutation of 
all campaign charges against the trium- 
phant party. That assumption was 
without foundation. The vote coming 
from outside the Republican Party that 
Swelled the President’s majorities was 
cast for reasons having nothing to do 
with the publicly avowed and discussed 
issues of the campaign. It is as true 
mow as it was before Nov. 8 that the 
Republican Party is the party of privi- 
lege and favor; that it is in fact influ- 
enced and largely controlled by private 
money-making interests, for whose bene- ; 
fit the power to make laws is notorious- 
ly used. If, now, Senator Hae, Senator 
ALDRICH, Senator Frye, Speaker Can- 
NON, and the other unyielding protec- 
tionists in Congress shall actually silence 
the President, if they dissuade him from 
recommending any changes in the tariff, 
the proof that the campaign charges 
are true will be complete. It will be 
exhibited before the eyes of the whole 
people, for it has everywhere become 
known that the President is convinced 
that the tariff laws should be changed, 
and that he did intend to recommend 
changes to Congress. If he now kows 
the head and knee, he will bow them to 
the controlling spirit of his party, to the 
spirit of privilege and favor, and the 
country will know it. 

The election was supposed to show 
that the President was much stronger 
than his party, that he was by far 
strenger with the people than any other 
man among us. It was felt that, with 
the backing of his great vote, he might 
be able to put partisan considerations 
out of sight and rise to the level of inde- 
pendent statesmanship.

On the side of the tariff, 
however, it is continually beset by dan- 
ger, since every reasonable and disinter- 
ested man knows that the tariff !s not 
only stuffed with jobs and private fa- 
vors, but that it impedes our efforts to 
extend our foreign trade. Some day the 
American people will get this notion into 
their heads, and it will then by no means 
be such smooth sailing for the Repub- 
lican craft. The President is wise enough 
to see that now is the time to cast an- 
chors to the windward against this peril, 
and he is free enough from entangle- 
ments with the protected interests to 
recommep@, legislation in the interests of 
all the people.

There has been a good deal of per- 
fectly futile discussion concerning the 
reorganization of the Democratic Party.

In former days 
when the Democracy has come to the 
very verge of dissolution, it has been 
revived and reinvigorated by Republican 
mistakes.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE PRESS. 

Evidently the President has made a 
mistake in his treatment of The Boston 
Herald. That journal undoubtedly ex- 
ercised too little editorial discretion in 
printing a story that the President's 
children had chased about the White 
House grounds, and otherwise maltreat- 
ed, a votive turkey sent from Rhode Isl- 


and to furnish the President’s Thanks- 


giving dinner, while the President 
“looked on and laughed ”’ at the tortures 
of the bird thus foredoomed to make a 
Rooseveltian holiday, There was not a 
word of truth in the story, since the bird 
in question arrived dead, and with its 
susceptibility to juvenile jokes thus per- 
manently destroyed. 

Nobody can blame the President for 
being irritated at the publication of such 
a story. His irritation would have been

family about whom and whose family a 
similar story might have been told. If 
the President had directed that the re- 
porter who furnished that anecdote to 
the correspondent of The Boston Herald 
should thenceforward be excluded from 
the White House, including the Execu- 
tive Office and the White House grounds, 
nobody could blame him, any more than 
any could blame the President for refus- 
ing to have anything to do with that 
curious wild man, the Governor of Mis- 
sissippi, whose personal a official mis- 
sion in life seems to be simply the in- 
sulting of the President. But the Execu- 
tive vengeance goes much further, goes, 
as we are sure the President himself, 
when he forgets his irritation and re- 
curs to his reason, will admit, entirely 
too far. For he issues what we can call 
only a “‘ukase”’ directing ‘“‘ the depart- 
ments” to “exclude the individuals re- 
sponsible for this series of misstatements 
from all facilities for information.” 
This is all wrong, in addition to being 
perfectly un-American. It is a notifica- 
tion that the freedom of the press shall 
be denied or abridged, by the privation 
of the customary facilities accorded to 
its representatives at the National Cap- 
ital, in cases in which these representa- 
tives prove personally unacceptable. to 
the President, just as if they were, for 
example, official representatives from 
foreign countries. This will not do at 
all, except in cases in which bad faith 
has been shown against the person thus 
discriminated against. What is charged 
against the reporter who supplied the 
at Washington of The 
not bad faith, but 
mere fly-gobbling. The Boston Herald, 
which treats the incident with dig- 
nity and good humor, admits that the 
story was both untrue, and not worth 
printing if it had been true, and takes 
blame to itself to that extent. But it in- 
sists that no charge of malice lies even 
against the too credulous reporter, while 
it also points out that the President is 
quite in error in giving out that the 
false story has been made the basis of 
injurious editorial comment by The Her- 
ald itself, and it adds that it seems that 
even the President, as well as a newspa- 
per, “gets misinformed occasionally.” 
Evidently to persecute a reporter who 
has shown himself too credulous about 
reports which indeed involve the Presi- 
dent’s family, but which, even so, do not 
involve any heinous depth of moral turp- 
itude, is much too small business for the 
President of the United States, and we 
are quite confident that the President 
will, upon reflection, see it in that light.

HARLEM RIVER “ NAVIGATION.” 

There is something ridiculous to the 
verge of intolerableness in the fact that 
a brick barge, making its slow and de- 
vious way along the Harlem River in 
tow of a tugboat, should be able to 
paralyze for some hours the movement 
of the population of the second city in 
the world. That is what such a vessel 
did on Wednesday, holding up half a 
dozen express trains, and as many local 
trains, of which the passengers could 
have afforded, and doubtless would have 
been willing, among them, to pay the 
whole value of barge and cargo rather 
than to endure the detention. 

But the detention is nevertheless a 
constitutional right, so to speak, of the 
brick barge. The traffic along the sur- 
face of the Harlem River may possibly 
be one-millionth in value and importance 
of the traffic across it and along its 
banks. Yet the fiction that the estuary 
is an important and navigable stream is 
made to control all the operations of the 
manifold more important traffic. All 

must be built and operated with 
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reference to the superior rights of the 
brick barge. -And the skipper of the 
brick barge, like the driver of a brewer's 
truck in Fifth Avenue in the middle of 
a fine afternoon, knows his rights, and 
! knowing dares maintain. The more dis- 
comfort he can inflict upon the greater 
number the more important a person he 
feels himself to be. 
| If the proper theory of the Harlem 
River had been taken, as soon as it was 
evident that it was the proper theory, all 
this would have been avoided. It would 
probably be for the greatest good of the 
greatest number that that estuary should 
be filled up altogether, like many another 
water course that had its uses in the 
early history of Manhattan Island, and 
that passengers should be able to cross it 
dryshod. But, short of that radical solu- 
tion of the problem presented by its ex- 
istence, there is no reason why it should 
not be treated like the Thames at Lon- 
don, or the Seine at Paris, and the cross- 
wise traffic be recognized to be greatly 
more important than the water-borne 
traffic. That is to say, the bridges 
should be planned and built with refer- 
ence to the traffic they are to carry, 
without reference to the river traffic, and 
this latter should be compelled to ac- 
commodate itself to them, in vessels 
which could go through the bridges 
without compelling the building or use 
of a “draw span,” That time will come. 
The oftener brick barges or similar yes- 
sels hold up the traffic of New York the 
sooner it will come. 


WILLIAM BARCLAY PARSONS. 


The tender by Mr. WILLIAM BARCLAY 
Parsons of his resignation as Chief En- 
gineer of the Rapid Transit Commission 
Was prompted by considerations alike 
creditable to himself and advantageous 
to his business interests. His profes- 
sional position is assured, and it is dis- 
tasteful to him to be considered a fix- 
ture in the office which he has filled 
with such distinguished ability and with 
which his reputation is so closely con- 
nected. Moreover, it would be less 
agreeable to him to continue carrying 
out in detail the solved problems of un- 
derground rapid transit than to attack 
new and original problems, and as the 
opportunities for work in many newer 
lines are open to him, he elects the iree- 
dom from routine executive cares which 
the resignation of his office as Chief En- 
gineer of the Rapid Transit Commission 
would give him. 

New York City will ever hold Mr. 
Parsons in high respect, not alone as an 
engineer, but as a gentleman who has 
established the fact that great public 
works may be carried to completion with 
clean hands and an unsullied reputation, 
Others could probably have built the 
Subway. Indeed, no one can claim a 
monopoly of constructive ability in these 
days of triumphant engineering. But it 
does Mr. PARSONS no more than justice 
to say that very few men could have car- 
ried out this work in New York as 
smoothly and discreetly as he has done, 
or as well safeguarded the public inter- 
est without antagonizing those who had 
undertaken the contract. All good citi- 
zens will unite in wishing him success in 
the career before him, and in thanking 
him for what he has done for New York, 


IMBECILE FINANCE. 


The astonishing story of the financial 
operations by which a woman not in 
busjness and not known to be possessed 
of tangible assets was able to bor- 
row like a sovereign State and to obtain 
from at least one bank with a reputation 
for conservatism loans of four times its 
capital stock will be read with amaze- 
ment by thoughtful people. What col- 
lateral she may have is still a mat- 
ter of conjecture. In some cases at least 
the statement that she had it was be- 
lieved without even such verification as 
ordinary business prudence would sug- 
gest. Among those who claim to have 
seen promissory notes payable to her 
order for amounts aggregating some 
$750,000, there appears to be a difference 
of opinion as to who was the maker, and 
whether or not they are of real value. 
The same is true of the $5,000,000 
worth of gilt-edged securities alleged to 
be held in trust for her benefit. Whether 
they exist or not is something which 
will not be Known for certain until all 
the facts of this marvelous story are un- 
raveled. For the moment it is suffi- 
ciently surprising to take one’s breath 
away that bank officers should have 
shoveled out the money of their stock- 
holders and depositors without knowing 
upon what security their loans were 
made, and having such security in their 
own and not in some one else’s strong 
boxes. If banks are managed on this 
happy-go-lucky principle, and especially 
if their officers take desperate chances 
for the personal gain of commissions for 
services in the betrayal of their respon- 
sibilities, the laws enacted for the safe- 
guarding of the interests of depositors 
from the congequences of this kind of 
bank management are obviously not 
nearly strict enough. 

In thus commenting on the incidents 
which have' apparently wrecked one 
bank and brought two or three others 
into grave danger, speculation as to the 
value of the _ securities behind the 
transactions would be unprofitable. 
However valuable they may be, they 
were certainly not in shape _ to 
protect the banks in the loans they 
made on the faith and credit of the rep- 
resentations concerning them. Had they 
been as valuable as it was claimed they 
were, the owner would not probably 
have been reduced to the necessity of 
hawking her paper through the small 
towns of the Middle West; but this rea- 
sonable aspect of the matter does not 
appear to have been obvious to the ex- 
ponents of imbecile finance who were 
caught with nothing but overdue and un- 


| securea notes to show for capital and 
deposits. ; 
Every little while the whole banking 
system is shaken to its foundations by 
the operations of some bold and clever 
operator in credit who somehow man- 
| ages to succeed in getting money in al- 
most any quantity from institutions or- 
dinarily hypercritical of business paper 
; and still more so of everything which 
' Savors of accommodation paper. More 
often than otherwise they are women, 
| not necessarily actuated by a deliberate 
purpose to swindle, but distinguished by 
“large desires with most uncertain is- 
Sues.” Men are much less successful in 
imbecile finance than women. They are 
more open to suspicion, apparently. As 
the rule, these people are not clever in 
anything else. They are not Napoleons 
of finance; they are not identified with 
magnificent schemes as promoters; gen- 
erally they are commonplace people who 
spend what they borrow in reckless ex- 
travagance which should put the pru- 
dent banker on his guard rather than im- 
press him. Perhaps they are hypnotists, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——With an obstinacy that might be de- 
scribed with .equal accuracy, perhaps, 
'either as Bostonian or theological, The 
Watchman clings to its archaic belief that 
animals know in the Fall whether the com- 
ing Winter is to be mild or severe and pro- 
portion their houses and their coats to 
emergencies and necessities still months 
away. It seems to resent our characteriza- 
tion of this as ‘‘ folk lore ’—though that is 
by no means a contemptuous epithet, as we 
meant it—and declares that ‘‘Tur Times 
should get a small boy from the country 
on its editorial staff,” since *‘ he could tell 
the readers of the paper that, by whatever 
name you call them, these things are true.” 
He could, and, probably enough, he would, 
but that wouldn’t make them so, and we 
remain content with information, meteor- 
ological, zodlogical, and other, that comes 
from other sources. As a matter of fact, 
persons who once were small boys in the 
country and who have forgotten neither 
what they saw nor what they heard while 
in that phase of their existence, are some- 
thing more than, fairly numerous in most 
New York newspaper offices, and THE 
Trmps has its share of them. So far as we 
know, however, they all have more confi- 
dence in the Weather Bureau, limited as 
are-its powers of prophecy, than in deduc- 
tions from peltry and wishbones. But The 
Watchman man is different; he has pre- 
served, apparently, the sweet guilelessness 
of rustic youth, for he solemnly says: “A 
year ago this Fall the coats of animals in 
this section were unusually thick, and last 
Winter was the coldest Winter we have 
had for thirty-five years. For twenty years 
the writer has been coming across the 
great Neponset Swamp on his way to the 
city, and before every Winter when there 
has been high water the muskrat dens 
have showed well above the dead grass, 
and before dry Winters they are hard to 
find. These things are facts of observation, 
and for the woliderful provision made for 
His creatures we have many times thanked 
Gop as the black tops of the muskrat dens 
were seen fromthe car window.’’ With this 
state of mind we have no quarrel, but 
what, pray, would be the emotions of The 
Watchman man if he went out to Wyoming 
and viewed the vast cemeteries of animals 
much bigger and no less virtuous than 
muskrats—animals that have perished ut- 
terly, whole races of them, simply because 
no ‘‘ wonderful provision'' was made for 
their adaptation to changing conditions? 


In considering “facts of observation" it. 


is well to consider them all, and better 
still is it to avoid staking important con- 
clusions upon crooked arguments.

—A clock that will run for 2,000 years, 
without even a single winding up to start 
with, and keep perfect time during all 
that time will evidently be worth $1,000 
to almost anybody, and that such a 
clock can be made for the amount men- 
tioned is announced by Mr. RICHARD 
Strutt, who, as the son of Lord RAYLEIGH, 
can claim to speak on such subjects with 
whatever of authority is given by heredity. 
And his description of the wonderful clock 
is at least interesting. The motive power 
is to be a small piece of gold leaf electrified 
by means of a very small quantity of 
radium salt. It will bend away from the 
metal substance and keep moving under 
this influence until it touches the side of 
the containing vessel. At the moment of 
contact it will lose its electrical charge 
and then spring back and is again electri- 
fied. The process is to be repeated until 
the radium disappears. Sir WILLIAM Ram- 
say, it is reported, has spoken of this plan 
with some measure of seriousness, and it 
is he who declared that such a clock could 
be made for $1,000. It is obvious, however, 
that some method for recording the vibra- 
tion of the gold leaf would have to be de- 
vised, and that would be a task of some 
difficulty as well as some delicacy. Still, 
there is no particular reason why it 
couldn’t be done. But would the clock 
really run at the same rate all through 
the 2,000 years? The ‘“ motive power ”’ 
would be diminishing all the time and the 
compensating influence of the pendulum 
would not be of easy application.

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THE WALTON HOUSE. 
It Was at 328 Pearl Street and Was 
Built by William Walton in 1757. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among our great merchants of the olden 
time of New York City were the Waltons. 
The first of the name was Robert Walton, 
a counsellor to the Harl of Belmont. He 
had his shipyards then and as late as 1728. 
The Walton house was 828 Pearl (formerly 
| 68 Queens) Street, and had a garden that 
reached to the East River. At that time 
| the river came up to where Water Street 
| now is, and all along from Peck Slip to 
; what is now Roosevelt Street were ship- 
yards. In 1728 the first shipyard was Mr. 
Roosevelt's, (an ancestor of President 
Roosevelt;) the next Mr. Walton’s—the 
Walton grounds extended up on ‘ Peck’s 
Hill,” which was thirty feet higher than 
Franklin Square now is, where he built in 
1764 Benjamin Peck’s wharf, on the south 
side of the slip. In 1800 it was called 
Walton Wharf. 

The shipbuilder Walton was the father of 
William Walton, who built the house in 
1757 after the English model and avoided 
the Dutch style. It had five windows in 
front, and was constructed with “ Billow 
Holland brick.” It had a double pitched 
roof covered with tiles. James Roosevelt, 
son of Isaac Roosevelt, who was President 
®f the Bank of New York (at that time 
1784) when the bank was in the Walton 
mansion, married a Miss Walton; Robert 
Walton was Mayor of New York from 
1720 to 1724.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 


There has been so much exaggeration of 
the facts about child labor in the Southern 
States that even the intelligent Itmotype in 
THE Times office must have thought that 
the figures given by me lately to Mr. Ste- 
venson were too small. The figures pub- 
lished, however, in the last paragraph of 
the excellent article on the child labor 
problem in Sunday’s issue are so startling 
as to call for some correction. 

I am made to say that in South Carolina 
in 1880 there were 51,878 children employed, 
nd in 1900 there were 95,363. The fact is that 
in 1880 the total number of cotton-mill op- 
eratives in the whole South, adults and 
children, was 16,741, increasing in the 
twenty years succeeding to 97,559. I am 
also made to say that ‘‘ Georgia employs 
113,964 children—nearly as many as the en- 
tire State of Pennsylvania.’’ The fact 
again is that there are 39,000 children in 
Pennsylvania under sixteen reported by the 
Factory Inspector, and this is probably 
more than there are in the whole South to- 
day.

SAILORS’ FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Boat Capsized Twice—Only Two Out of 
Nine Men Escape. 


LONDON, Friday, Dec. 2.—A story of ter- 
rible experience is told by the two survivors 
of the crew of nine of the steamer Blanche, 
which was sunk in the Mersey in a collision 
on Wednesday night. 

The crew escaped in a lifeboat, which was 

| immediately dashed against the sinking 
steamer, three of the seamen being 
drowned. The remaining six righted the 
boat and rowed away, but were buffeted 
by the waves, which soon filled’ the boat 
with freezing water. Two more died of ex- 
posure, 

Again the boat was capsized, but the four 
survivors by superhuman efforts managed 
to scramble in again. Though almost dead 
from cold, they renewed their efforts to 
reach shore, but two more succumbed .be- 
fore, at 3 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
lifeboat struck shore at Formby, and the 
two survivors painfully dragged the boat 
and its gruesome cargo through the surf 
to land, after having been seven hours in 
the boat without food or water. 


THROW ROCKS AT TISZA. 


Supporters of the Opposition Attack the 
Hungarian Premier. 

BUDAPEST, Dec. 1.—Premier Tisza met 
with a hostile reception from the support- 
ers of the Opposition while attending a 
meeting of Liberal electors at Gyoer to- 
day. 

The sympathizers with the Minister's op- 
ponents thronged about his carriage, jeered, 

| hooted, and threw some rocks at him. They 
} were eventually dispersed by the police, and 
several persons were arrested. 

Count Tisza’s supporters then rallied 
around him, and the Premier received an 
ovation. In the course of a speech he de- 
clared he was unable longer to tolerate the 
technical obstruction which for years had 

| clogged the wheels of Parliament. Con- 
ciliation had failed, and it was necessary 
to adopt other measures. 

“The Nation,’”’ concluded the Premier, 
‘will decide between us, and will crush 
any one attempting to deprive it of con- 
ditions indispensable to its progress and 
development.” 


PRESIDENT HONGRS JACKSON. 


Will Make a Cadet of Confederate Gen- 
eral’s Grandson. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Announcement 
was made to-day that the President had 
decided to appoint a grandson of Gen. 
Stonewall Jackson a cadet to the United 


States Military Academy, from which his 
grandfather was graduated in 1846. ~ 

Representative Livingston of Georgia, 
who- called on the President, was informed 
by him that he would appoint the young 
man, who is a son of a daughter of Stone- 
wall Jackson, and named Stonewall Jack- 
son Christian. His father, the late William 
Christian was an Assistant Passenger 
Agent of the Seaboard Air Line. Young 
Christian is now a student at the Georgia 
Military Academy. 

The President explained that he was glad 
to appoint a grandson of the Confederate 
chieftain, whose memory he honored, and 
he expressed the hope that the boy would 
exhibit the military genius of his grand- 


father. 

OLEOMARGARINE TAX AGAIN. 
Secretary Wilson Says Bill to Make It 
Uniform Will Fail. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The long-ex- 
pected effort to amend the present law 
taxing oleomargarine has made its ap- 
pearance, Representative Boutelle of 
Illinois has framed a bill to make the tax 
uniform by imposing 4 cents a pound on 
the product, whether colored or not. At 
present there is a tax of 10 cents a pound 
on colored and one-quarter of a cent on 

uncolored oleo. f 

The bill is understood to be in the hands 
of Representative Payne, Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and it is 
further said that those members of the 
Ways and Means Committee who have seen 
the proposition and expressed an opinion 
in regard to it have said that they were in 
favor of its passage. 

Secretary Wilson, when asked to-day if 
the proposition to reduce the tax and give 
the packers a chance to rehabilitate their 
imitation butter industry would be ap- 
proved by the department, said: : 

‘“You may say for me that it will not. 
There is, in my opinion, no more chance 
of passing that bill than there is of moving 
he capital of the Unittd States to St. 
Louis.”’ 


HAMLIN LEFT OVER $200,000. 


Theatrical Man’s Will Fixes Trust Fund 
for Widow and Relatives. 
Frederick R. Hamlin, the theatrical man- 
ager, who died suddenly a few days ago, 
left $40,000 in real estate and a personal 
estate of $175,000. His wil, which was 
filed for probate in the Surrogates’ office 
yesterday, establishes a trust fund, from 
which his widow is to receive one-third of 
the income, the other two-thirds going to 
the testator’s brothers and sister. One 

clause of the will says: 

‘““T give and bequeath to Frederick Zed- 
dies of Chicago the sum of $2,500, as a token 
and in appreciation of his long and faith- 
ful services and co-operation in connection 
with the management of the Grand Opera 
House, Chicago.”’ 


HAD LARGEST STEERAGE LIST. 


White Star Liner Carried 2,175 Italians 
Home to Spend Christmas. 

The White Star liner Republic, which 
sailed for Italian ports yesterday morning, 
carried what was said to be the largest 
number of steerage passengers that ever 
left New York on a single vessel. She 
had on board 2,175, the previous best record 
having been 2,116. So many Italians, anx- 
jous to get to Italy to spend Christmas, had 
booked on the liner that at the last minute 
it was found impossible to accommodate 
them all and nearly 200 were turned away. 

In addition to her ry passengers the 
Republic also took out 153 first and 44 
second cabin passengers. 
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FAIRBANKS AND LONG 
DISCUSS THE TARIFE 


Senator Says Revision Will Be 
Made When Found Necessary. 
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IN RECIPROCITY 
eee 
Ex-Secretary of the Navy Advocates Ad- 
justment of the Schedule to the 
Needs of the Time. 
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' CAUTION 


BOSTON, Dec. 1.—Vice President-elect 
Charles W. Fairbanks and John D. Long, 
ex-Secretary of the Navy and ex-Governor, 
discussed the protective tariff at the din- 
ner of the Home Market Club to-night. 

Senator Fairbanks said, in part: 

“You have stood with intelligent devo- 
tion in support of the great policy of the 
Republican Party, which makes for indus- 
trial strength and national power. We haye 
sought to build up the home market first 
and thereafter secure a fair share of the 
markets abroad. We have believed that in 
order to command foreign markets we must 
have strength enough to control our own. 
We have worked from the centre outward, 
contrary to the policy of those who antag- 
onize the protective system. 

“While the tariff question fs an old one, 
it is of continual and vital interest. It 
must not be overthrown or surrendered 
either by ignorance or prejudice; it must 
be maintained by education, by intelligent 
discussion. The tariff issue was sharply 
presented in the platforms of the Republi- 
can and Democratic Parties in the recent 
campaign. The Republican Party stood 
Squarely by its protective policy, while 
the Democratic Party denounced protece 
tion as * robbery.’ 

“The Republican Party insisted that 

rates of duty should be readjusted only 
when conditions have so changed that the 
public interest demands their alteration,’ 

while the Democratic Party favored ‘a 
revision and a gradual reduction of the 
tariff.’ Republican alterations are to be 
made, when necessary, along protective 
lines, while Democratic revision means the 
elimination of the protective principle. 

“The Republican Party has revised tariff 
schedules in the past when revision was 
essential, and it will not hesitate in the 
future to subject them to careful scrutiny 
and alteration, so that our protective sys- 
tem may be just in its operation. Whenever 
change of schedules is essential in the pub- 
lic interest, the alteration will be made; 
it will be made advisedly, it will be made 
with full knowledge, not in response to 
mere sentiment, but agreeably to sound 
economic necessity. Any other policy is ob- 
viously unwise and disturbing in its ten- 
dency. 

“The Republican Party adheres to the 
doctrine of commercial reciprocity, that 
reciprocity which tends to expand our com- 
merce and to develop American industry in 
the interest of American labor and Ameri- 
can capital... It holds to that reciprocity 
which is the ‘ hand-maiden’ of protection, 
but not to that which is but another form 
ef free trade, and which is hostile to the 
protective system,’’ 

Mr. Long argued in favor of revision. 

“It only needs,” he said, “ that, develop- 
ing the economic theories of sound finance 
and wise tariff legislation which your club 
represents, we shall not be thrall to them, 
but shall revise their application as our 
general interests from time to time and, ° 
indeed, now require, and shall correct any 
schedule that has ceased to be the agent of 
general uplift and has become the prefer- 
ential favoritism of any special interests. 


With that we shall have the whole country 
with us. 

“The simple key to this whole puzzle of 
the protective tariff, construing its princi- 
pice net narrowly nor with partiality but 
iberally and for the general welfare, is in 
the one word ‘adjustment ’—the adjust- 
ment of the schedule to the needs of the 
time, shifting at reasonable intervals as 
they shift. 

‘With this wise and liberal outlook and 
development of our principles and with the 
honest, open-handed, enlightened, and pro- 
gressive spirit which has characterized the 
last two epublican administrations, and 
will, with increasing impulse, characterize 
the next Administration, it will indeed be 
the United States, united not only in con- 
stitutional consolidation, but in its politics 
—the politics of progress and reform of in- 
dustrial welfare, of equal opportunities, of 
the most enlightened conduct of National 
and international affairs.’ ’ 

Other speakers were Gov. John L. Bates 
and Dr. W. H. Montague, a Privy Coun- 
cilor of Canada. Ex-Congressman Robert 
T. Davis of Fall River, President of the 
club, who acted as toastmaster, said in his 
opening address that the leading members 
ot the National House of Representatives 
and Senate were shortly to confer with the 
Administration on the subject of tariff re- 
vision. 

“And,” he added, ‘‘we are willing to 
stand by their judgment as to the time and 
nature of such revision.” 


MORE ANTI-REVISION TALK. 


Senators and Representatives Give 


Their Views to the President. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Many Senators. 
and Representatives were at the White 
House to-day to extend congratulaticns to 
the President, several Democrats being 
among the callers. 

The arriving Republicans are outspoken 
on the proposition for tariff revision, and 
the majority of those consulted by the 
President do not hesitate to.declare against 
revision at this time or in the near future. 
Representative Jones of Washington said 
his State saw no reason for revision, and 
as to reciprocity, the Republican platform 
declared outright against it. 

“The funny. part about all this tariff agi- 
tation,” he said, ‘is that no member of 
Congress is willing to sacrifice any industry 
in his own State, bit he is perfectly willing 
to revise the tariff if the Representatives 
of some other State will make the sacri- 
fice.”’ ; 

President E. B. Puriton of the University 
of West Virginia, was presented to the 
President by Representatives Dayton and 
Gaines, who invited the President to attend 
the commencement exercises of the uni- 
versity, to be held next Summer. A defi- 
nite answer to the invitation could not be 
made at this time. The two West Virginia 
Representatives informed the President that 
tariff revision was not wanted by the peo- 
ple of that State, and that there was a 
feeling approximating unanimity against 
any tinkering with schedules at the ap- 
proaching session. , ‘ 

Representative Curtis of Kansas was an- 
other caller who expressed an opinion on 
revision. He said there did not seem to be 
any sentiment in Kansas for a general 
overhauling of schedules, although he ad- 
mitted there was some sentiment favorable 
to changes in many existing rates of duty. 

Tariff revision finds an advocate in Rep- 
resentative Spaulding of North Dakota. He 
declares that the people of the Northwest 
want revision oz taciff rates and will insist 
upon having it. On the other hand Senator 
Hansbrough of the same State declares that 
revision is not wanted by the people of_his 
fection of the country, and Senator .Mc- 
Comber is not inclined to regard revision 
with favor.

PASTOR WAGNER SAILS: | 


FINANCIAL AID ASSURED 


John Wanamaker Heads a Com- 
mittee to Raise $80,000. 


NEW HOME FOR HiS FLOCK 


Subscriptions Here Will Purchase Site 
at Least—Famous Preacher Finds 
Americans Simple of Life. 


Pastor Wagner, author and expounder of 
“The Simple Life,” sailed for France on 
the French liner La Savoie yesterday morn- 
ing, after a visit of two months in this 
country. He was enthusiastic over the ex- 
periences that had been his in the United 
States, and left for his home with reason 
te believe that the frienus he made on this 
side of the Atlantic would do their part in 
assisting him to raise the $80,000 necessary 
to purchase a site for a larger building for 
hi3 congregation in Paris. 

Just before the Savoie sailed Dr. Wagner 
talked to the newspaper men. John Wan- 
amaker was at the pier to bid him fare- 
‘well, and was an interested listener. 

“I know that other Frenchmen have come 
over here,”’ said Pastor Wagner, “‘ and on 
their return have written books on the 
country. The book that I will publish will 
be unlike theirs. They saw America from 
the housetops. I went into the homes and 
looked into the hearts of the people. When 
I came here I knew but one man, Mr. Wan- 
amaker, Now I know thousands. 

“ When I say that I now know thousands 
I do not mean thousands of the wealthy 
and influential. I mean the great middle 
class, who are the best, for the reason that 
they are the life of a nation. The im- 
pression of America that I am taking back 
to France with me is that the Americans, 
despite the hurry and bustle of their exist- 
ence, are simple of life. There is a sim- 
plicity in their directness in dealing with 
cthers, in their manner, and with it all 
they are generous.” 

When Dr, Wagner was done Mr. Wan- 
amaker told of the plan under way to raise 
funds for the needed plot of ground in 
Paris, 

“At a dinner,” said Mr. Wanamaker, “ it 
Was suggested that since Dr. Wagner had 
been giving himself to America, and was 
about to return to his work among the poor 
of his own people, a committee be formed 
to unite those who could help provide a 
more commodious hall, dispensary, mothers’ 
house, and boys’ club, or at least get him 
the ground. A site in the part of Paris 
where he works will cost between $75,000 
and $80,000. Dr. Wagner has served Amer- 
ica so well that it would only show a kindly 
spirit ta take some interest in his heart's 
effort,”’ 

When La Savoie sailed Pastor Wagner 
remained on deck, waving a farewell to his 
friends until the big liner had been turned 
around and was headed down stream. 


IN SEWER LOOKING FOR SUBWAY 


Joke on Schoolmaster Fresh from the 
“Old Sod”—Other Victims. 


At least three strangers in New York had 
difficulty yesterday in finding an entrance 
to the Subway. 

Before he had been twelve hours off the 
steamship Ivernia, which brought him to 
this country, Patrick Finn, an Irish school- 
master, started out early in the morning 
to find the Subway, and mistaking a sewer 
for the underground entrance to the sub- 
terranean railroad, climbed into it. A po- 
liceman rescued him, and later he was ar- 
raigned in the West Side Court charged 
with intoxication. 

“Ever read the story of Jean Valjean, 
who walked through the sewers of Paris?”

JUSTIFIES TIPSY COOK 


Says Magistrate Pool in Freeing 
Woman Who Terrorized Mistress. 


WAR DANCE ON THE PIANO 


When Mrs. Wright Objected to This Lit- 
tle Pleasantry She Was Chased 
to Her Room. 


Magistrate Pool said yesterday, in the 
Yorkville Court, that if persons desired 
their servants to keep sober they should 
not keep Nquor in their houses and subject 
the help to temptation, 

After delivering himself of this senti- 
ment the Magistrate discharged from cus- 
tody Mary Flynn, a cook employed in the 
household of F. Harriman Wright, an art- 
ist, at 138 East Nineteenth Street. Mrs 
M. Antoinette F. Wright swore in court 
that the woman broke into the wine cellar 
and was soon in such a state of intoxica- 
tion that it took three policemen to put 
her out of the house, Mrs. Wright said 
that the woman not only threatened her 
with a kettle of hot water, but danced on 
the piano and tore down several pairs of 
lace curtains. The Magistrate discharged 
the cook without asking her a single ques- 
tion. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Wright, she came home after a shopping 
tour on Wednesday evening and found her 
house filled with gas, the maid locked up 
in a room, and Mary Flynn, the cook, lying 
intoxicated in the parlor, which looked as 
if a cyclone had struck it. Mrs. Wright 
ordered the woman to go down stairs where 
she belonged, but Mary took matters into 
her cwn hands, and chased her mistress 
through the house. Mrs. Wright finally 
locked herself up in her own room for pro- 
tection, 

After a time Mrs. Wright got word to 
the Hotel Westminster near by, and a 
bellboy was sent for a policeman. This po- 
liceman telephoned for two more police- 
men, and as by this time Mr. Wright and 
Mrs. Wright’s two brother, George and 
Adam Finck, lawyers, had returned home, 
all took a hand in getting the obstreperous 
cook inte a patrol wagon. 

Mrs. Wright made an investigation after 
quiet had been restored, and found that the 
wine cellar had been broken open and six 
bottles of champagne taken. The necks 
had been knocked off the bottles, and 
Mary’s condition, Mrs. Wright told the 
Magistrate, gave evidence of where the 
wine had gone, A lot of bottled beer and 
burgundy, as well as brandy used for 
sauces in the kitchen, had apparently taken 
a similar course, 

Mrs. Wright, accompanied by the maid, 
Christine Milne, went tc the Yorkville Court 


yesterday morning and made out a com- 
plaint against the cook for assault and dis- 
orderly conduct. Mrs. Wright’s brother ac- 
companied her, but as he had a case on in 
the Supreme Court and the policeman as- 
sured him that the Magistrate would prob- 
ably send the cook to the Workhouse after 
he heard the evidence, teft his sister alone 
to look after Mary’s case. 

Mrs. Wright toid her story, but before 
this the Magistrate had sent out of the 
court room the policemen who made the 
arrest. 

“Did you see her break into the wine 
cellar?’ asked the Magistrate. 

“No, but——” began Mrs. Wright, but the 
Magistrate broke in: 

** Well, then, how do you know she did it?” 

“She threatened me with bodily harm,” 
said Mrs, Wright. 

“That's not assault.’ 

**She tore down the curtains and broke 
articles of furniture,’’ continued Mrs 
Wright. 

“She was drunk, wasn’t she? She’s not 
responsible when she’s in that condition,” 
commented the Magistrate. 

“Did you ever know her to drink be- 
fore?’’ asked the Magistrate. 

“Yes, I suspected her on a previous oc- 
casion,”’ said Mrs. Wright. 

“Then you did wrong to leave liquor 
where she could get at it and so make her- 
self irresponsible. You have no right to 
put temptation in her way.” 

Then turning to the cook, who had broken 
into a broad grin, the Magistrate said: 

“ You're discharged.”’ 

When the policemen in the case came 
back into court later they found that their 
prisoner had gone before they had had an 
Opportunity to tell of her conduct.

Well-Known American Banker in Paris 
Had Long Been Ili. 

PARIS, Dec. 1.—John Munroe, the banker, 
of this city, died this afternoon at St, Ger- 
main, after a leng and painful illness. He 
was in his fifty-fourth year. 


Mr, Munroe was one of the best-known 
Americans in Paris, and head of the Paris 
branch of the banking house of John Mun- 
roe & Co, of Paris and New York. He died 
in a sanitarium, He had been ill a long 
time and his death was not unexpected.

Mr. Munroe was a member of 
the Harvard Alumni, Union, and University 
Clubs, and of the New England Seciety of 
this city. He is survived by his widow, 
two brothers, and one sister. The brothers 
are Henry Whitney Munroe, head of the 
New York branch of the Munroe banking 
house, and George Munroe of Paris, The 
sister is Mrs, William A. Burnham of Bos-

Jaures, Socialist Leader, Chal- 
lenges Deroulede to Duel. 


HOT DEBATE IN THE CHAMBER 


Ministerialists Turn on Government for 
Removing Professor Who Talked 
About the Maid of Orleans. 


PARIS, Dec. 1.—Deputy Jaurés, the So- 
@ialist leader, has telegraphed a challenge 
to a duel to Paul Dérouléde, who has been 
in political exile since his participation in 
the plot to overthrow the Government. 

The challenge grows out of the agitation 
©f the students resulting from alleged in- 
SUlting remarks about Joan of Are made 
by a Professor of History at the Lycée 
Condorcet. M. Dérouléde telegraphed from 
Spain declaring that the Socialists were re- 
Sponsible for the attacks on Joan of Are 
@nd adding that she was the most sublime 
fgure in history, whereas M. Jaurés was 
tle most contemptible of her detractors. 
The challenge expresses M. Jaurés’s readi- 
Tss to meet M. Dérouléde at the place and 
t e wishes. 

Sen sent demonstrations in honor of 
Joan of Arc were continued to-day. A 
party of students attempted to attack a 
Socialist newspaper office, but were pre- 
vented from so doing. There wae another 
noisy demonstration on the Place de la

Vegaayre sitting of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties was an animated one, ex anges of 
personalities and invectivé being® frequent. 
The subjects of discussion were the conduct 
of the Minister of Public Instruction in 
connection with professors’ secret reports 
on the politics of their colleagues and the 
Joan of Arc incident. The former brought 
out a protest from Premier Combes against 
the persistence of the Opposition in bring- 
ing up questions which were settled at the 
time of Gen. André’s resignation of the 
War portfolio, when the Government prom- 
ised to abolish all systems of official espion- 


age, 
A motion of censure which had been in- 


troduced was eventually withdrawn, and 


the discussion of an interpellation concern- 
ing the Joan of Arc incident proceeded. 
Ministerialists, who declared that M. 
Chaumié, the Minister of Public Instruc- 
toin, had made a weak concession to the 
Nationalists in removing the Professor of 
History at the Lycée Condorcet, demanded 
protection for republican educators. 
Minister Chaumié replied that the profes- 
sor unquestionably showed lack of tact. 
It was not advisable, he added, to address 
boys with the same freedom as adult stu- 
dents.“ The punishment of the offender, 
he said further, would remind professors 
of the necessity of respecting public opin- 


ion. 

The Minister concluded with a eulogy of 
Joan of Arc and a promise to maintain 
the political neutrality of the schbdols. 

The Chamber pased a vote of confidence 
by a considerable majority, including nu- 
merous prominent members of the Opposi- 
tion. Many Deputies did not vote.

They were playing together when 
Jungling induced Angus to smell of a bot- 
tle of ammonia, and while the bottle was 
close to the other’s nose struck it and 
dashed the ammonia into Angus’s eyes.

NOVEMBER FAILURES. 


Improving trade conditions are mdicated 
by the report of failures for the past month 
which show a large decrease as compared 
with last-year. Dun’s Review in its issue 
of Dec. 3 will say on the subject: 


Commercial failures during the month of No- 
vember were 864 in number f6r $8,535,459 of lia- 
bilities, against 1,162 last year, when liabilities 
ageregated $16,422,309. The improvement was 
weil distributed throughout every department, 
and appears in comparison with the correspond- 
i month of every year since 1899. It is not 
difficult to understand the insolvency statistics 
for November. For some months confidence has 
been returning, and mercantile collections grew 
more prompt, while the commercial revival re- 
ceived additional impulse from the favorable 
results on the farms. During the first quarter 
of the year many weak concerns were forced to 
suspend, and at subsequent settlement riods 
there were unusually vy failures. ecent 
periods of readjustment heave cleared the com- 
mercial atmosphere so thoroughly that there is 
prospect of another term in which.suspensions 
will be few and losses confined below the normal 
amount. No matter how satisfactory the out- 
look nor how prosperous the nation, there must 
always be a small percentage of failures, aver- 
aging something less than one per cent. per an- 
num of the firms in business.

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COTTON PRICES DROP AGAIN. 


Spot Quotations Down 30 Points, All 
Options Selling Below 9 Cents. 


Rumors of a leak in the Government gin- 
ning report which was made public on 
Wednesday persistently accompanied a 
further collapse in prices in the cotton 
market yesterday. Rumors of this kind 
generally come up when the Government 
report has any marked effect on prices. A 
year ago when the bureau report for De 
cember was made public, showing a smail 
crop, and prices advanced 50 and 100 points 
a day, the local Cotton Exchange was full 
of stories about a leak. Since then, with 
one exception, there has been no occasion 
for any stories of a leak until last Wednes- 
day, when the ginner’s report indicated 
such a large crop that prices fairly melted 
away. Another report from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be made public to- 
morrow, and speculation is centred on what 
it will show. 

The excitement on the Cotton Exchange 
yesterday was intense, especially in the 
morning. On the call, the market broke 
over 20 points, and during the remainder of 
the day the tendency was toward lower 
prices, amid feverish, though intermittent, 
selling. Miss Giles came out with dn esti- 
mate of 11,939,000 bales, and The New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat with one for 11,940,- 
000 bales. The selling came from every- 
where, but the South was the heaviest 
seller. Spot quotations were marked down 
30 points, and at the close of the market 
every option was selling below 9 cents. 

Of the active options, December declined 
35 points to 842, January closed for a 
similar loss at 8.52, March sold down 382 
points, to 8.70, and May declined 32 points, 
to 8.80. The bears are talking six-cent cot- 
ton, but the conservative men think that 
prices are likely to have a rally. All, how- 
ever, agree that it now looks as if the crop 
would break all records, 


MONTHLY CROP SUMMARY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Weather 
Bureau’s monthly summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

“As a whole, November was a very mild 
and exceptionally dry month. Throughout 
the central valleys and in New England, 
the Middle Atlantic, Central, and West 
Gulf States the absence of rain was so 
marked as to prove injurious to Fall-sown 
grain and to hinder plowing. The drought 
has been especially severe in the Ohio 
Valley, where there is a great scarcity of 
water for stock and domestic purposes. 
Complaints of drought are also. received 
from Southern California and the Southern 
plateau districts. 

**In the principal corn States the weather 
has been favorable for husking and crib- 
bing corn, the reports indicating that this 
crop is of exceptionally fine quality. 

** Winter wheat has been unfavorably af- 
fected by drought over the great part of 
the Winter-wheat belt, the condition of the 
crop being less favorable in the Ohio, Cen- 
tral Mississippi, and Lower Missouri Val- 
leys. Considerable damage to the early 
sown by the Hessian fly is also reported 
from Nebraska and Missouri. Notwith- 
standing the drought, the general condition 
of the crop in Kansas, lowa, and Illinois is 
good. Favorable reports are also received 
from the Atlantic Coast States, where, how- 
ever, lack of moisture has retarded growth, 

‘“‘In the Southern States the weather con- 
ditions were favorable for the completion 
of cotton picking.”

OUTSIDE SECURITIES.
